Plug-in power 

There’s been a lot of talk recently about 
them, but I have to admit that I’ve not been 
the greatest champion for electric-powered 
two wheelers (or e-PTWs as they are 
known). I personally think that although 
manufacturers are slowly getting there, the 
battery technology involved still has some 
way to go. 

Let me quantify that: I live out in the 
country and have a daily commute of just 
under 30 miles, and despite what 
manufacturers may claim for their e-PTWs, 
the actual reality is much different (in an 
e-PTW test we conducted in recent years, 
none of them achieved anywhere near the 
range claimed). Consequently, I have no 
confidence that I would be able to 
complete my daily commute without 
encountering problems. 

But having said this, it doesn’t mean that 
I’m anti-electric (or any other eco alternative 
for that matter) and I think it’s good that the 
MCIA has played its part in pushing for the 
inclusion of e-PTWs within the 
Government’s plug-in grant scheme. 

A recent review of the scheme had stated 
that they would still exclude e-PTWs from 
the equation. This to me seemed strange. 
With the ongoing push to relieve traffic 
congestion - and pollution - in major cities, 
this was the perfect opportunity to help the 
Government achieve that; you could fit four 
bikes into the space taken by one car - and 
if they all happen to be e-PTWs, then that 
will surely help with inner-city pollution 
levels as well. But now the Government has 
had a change of heart, so I suppose we have 
to applaud them for that. 

I’m writing this comment ‘pre-election’, so 
by the time you read it we might have a 
different political party 
in power. If that’s the 
case, let’s hope they will 
provide the best support 
they can for all types of 
bike riders.

Officers speak to riders 
about BikeSafe-London 


As part of Operation Safeway, the 
Roads and Transport Policing 
Command Motorcycle Safety 
Team took to the streets during 
March to encourage riders to 
take part in future BikeSafe- 
London and ScooterSafe-London 
rider skill assessment days. 

These are designed to educate 
riders to become safer road 
users through combining 
observed rides with interactive 
presentations and advice on 
keeping safer. More than 26,000 
motorcyclists and scooter riders 
have attended a London Rider 
Skills Day since 2003. 

Inspector Dave Osborne, 

Roads and Transport Policing 
Command, said: “Improving rider 
behaviour and skills through 
education and enforcement has a 
major impact in preventing 
tragedies on London’s roads. 

This operation has been 
extremely well received by the 
motorcycle community and 
early indications are that the 
uptake on the BikeSafe day has 
been excellent.” 

Siwan Hayward, TfL’s deputy 
director of enforcement and on- 
street operations, said: 
“Motorcyclists and scooter riders 
are among the most vulnerable 
road users and so it is important 
that we take action to reduce 
their risk of collision on London’s 
roads. BikeSafe-London and 
ScooterSafe-London aim to 


educate riders and improve their 
knowledge, skills and experience. 
They are part of our wider work, 
undertaken in partnership with 
London’s policing agencies, to 
reduce risk and danger through 
balanced enforcement and 
education, making London’s busy 
streets safer for all road users.” 

The MPS Roads and 
Transport Policing Command 
(RTPC), jointly funded by 
Transport for London, is 
committed to the safety of all 
road users and the reduction of 
people killed and seriously 
injured on London’s roads. 

Operation Safeway is a road 
safety operation dedicated to 
making busy London junctions 
safer by educating cyclists, 
motorists and pedestrians and 
enforcing the law against those 
who commit driving offences. 

In March 2014, TfL published the 
Capital’s first Motorcycle Safety 
Action Plan, which aims to 
reduce casualties involving 
motorcyclists and scooter riders 
by directly targeting key factors 
in collisions.

Could CBTs be changing? Have your say 


The Government has launched a 
consultation on plans to 
improve motorcycle training - 
including looking at the 
standard of instructors - and 
you can have your say... 

The proposals include 
upgrading Compulsory Basic 
Training - CBT - which has 
been largely unchanged for the 
last 25 years. 


The plans under consideration 
include the content and 
structure of CBTs, the 
qualification process for 
instructors and standards checks 
for instructors which assess 
their ability to teach pupils. 

First introduced in 1990, all 
new learner motorcycle and 
moped riders must take CBT but 
despite its importance, it has 


seen little change since its 
introduction. As it stands, riders 
either continue with their 
training to obtain their Al, A2 
or full A licence within two 
years, or they have to take their 
CBT again. 

Last year, the Driver and 
Vehicle Standards Agency and 
the Department for Transport 
commissioned research into 
the views of trainers and 
learner riders on the current 
CBT and how any changes 
would affect new riders - the 
research helped shape a number 
of proposals which have been 
developed with a range of 
motorcycle organisations and 
the training industry.

Ten minutes with... 

Steve Ken ward 


Chief executive of the MCI A 



The Motorcycle Industry 
Association has been looking 
after the interests of the 
motorcycle industry for more 
than 100 years. Its objectives? 
“To promote, protect and 
expand the motorcycle 
industry for the benefit of our 
members”. Members being 
manufacturers and importers of 
powered two wheels and the 
suppliers of associated goods 
and services - covering 
everything from exhausts, 
insurance and clothing. . . 

Chief executive Steve 
Kenward has been in the 
role since 2008. Before this, he 
held senior appointments with 
Heron Suzuki GB and Suzuki 
Motor Corporation from the 
mid-1980s to the late 1990s. We 
asked him what he thought of 
the market now and where he 
sees the future. . . 

Sales are looking up for 
bike registrations - with 
5028 machines registered 
this January, but we’re far 
from the days of old. What 
do you think is holding 
people back from taking to 
two wheels? 

“Not much actually. I think it’s 
down to the awareness of the 
opportunity. We can see from 
the statistics that a lot of people 
have taken part in the Get On 
campaign and the number of 
people taking CBTs is good. We 
know that as soon as we put 
someone on two wheels they 
want to carry it on but we need 
to raise awareness of 
motorcycling and show people 
the benefits to encourage them.” 

Do you think that the industry 
as a whole - from media to 
dealers and even the staff of 
the MCIA - sends out a good 
enough example about biking? 


“You have to be a biker to work 
at the MCIA. To be honest 
though, I don’t think you can 
ever do enough. The answer is 
we could always do more, 
although I’m not quite sure what 
enough is. If enough means 
everyone riding their bikes 
everywhere, then a lot of people 
in the industry do this already. 

In terms of the messaging we 
put out, I think we could always 
do more. We’re probably guilty 
as an industry of assuming that 
everyone knows as much as we 
do and that’s a big mistake.” 

What could we do? 

“We can remind people why 
they should ride bikes to 
encourage them onto two 
wheels. If someone has 
completed a CBT and then goes 
on to take their driving test; they 
are less likely to be in an 
accident. We could also work to 
challenge the negative 
perceptions that other road 
users have of motorcyclists. I’d 
also urge those in the industry to 
work with training centres 
which have or are undergoing 
MCIA Accredited Courses. The 
riders who train with these 
schools are likely to have a 
positive initial experience so 
will want to continue with 
motorcycling.” 

Where do you see motorcycling 
in 10 years’ time? 

“Much bigger. There are 
currently nearly double the 
number of motorcycles, mopeds 
and scooters licensed for the 
road than there were 20 years 
ago and we see that trend 
continuing. There will be two 
distinct camps - leisure and 
utility. I see the leisure part of 
our market as core and this will 
have grown. The utility part of 
the market will have grown too 


with people looking for 
solutions to congestion. And I 
believe a proportion of utility 
riders will then convert to the 
core ‘leisure’ market, so it will 
be bigger, much bigger.” 

What effect do you think that 
budget-priced Chinese bikes 
have had on the industry? 

“They’ve encouraged people in 
and that’s always a good thing. 
The quality has progressed 
satisfactorily and now budget 
priced doesn’t mean poor 
quality. They have a rightful 
place in the market supplying 
the lower end of utility demand. 
Ten years ago, there were clearly 
some quality issues but the 
quality has gone up 
astronomically with some very 
strong brands. You get what you 
pay for though. There will be a 
huge difference in quality 
between something that costs 
&2000 and something that’s 
priced at &400.” 


What’s your view on electric 
motorcycles - are they 
the future? 

“They’re only a development 
of what we currently have, not a 
change. They will be rightly 
successful and encouraged in 
urban environments, as those 
environments obey the dictates 
with regard to emission 
regulations. They have a 
rightful place there and will 
add to both the market sectors. 

I don’t see it as anything 
separate; I see it as another 
motive force behind the same 
product and getting people onto 
two wheels.” 

The MCIA is working with the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers on a policy to encourage 
greater use of motorcycles on 
UK roads, with the result of 
improving road safety.

The way England’s motorways 
and A-roads are built and 
managed is set for a huge change 
after the Government announced 
the ‘go-live’ of the Highways 
England - a new arms-length 
Government company that will 
take over running motorways and 


major trunk roads from the 
Highways Agency. 

Highways England will have 
new longer-term funding, which 
will mean it can plan ahead and 
invest in skills and equipment to 
speed up essential work and 
drive down costs to the taxpayer. 


The move is part of a radical 
package of road reform that is 
expected to save the taxpayer at 
least &2.6 billion over the next 
10 years. 

In addition, the Government 
also announced plans to 
tackle longstanding problems 
including a new strategic 
corridor to the south west via 
the A303, including a 1.8 mile 
tunnel at Stonehenge, a long 
term commitment of around 
S2 billion. Other measures 
include nine major 
improvements along the A1 
from Berwick to London, taking 
it to motorway standard through 
Yorkshire and extending the 
continuous dual carriageway 
24 miles further north, part of 
S2.3 billion worth of new 
investment in Yorkshire and the 
North East. 
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Don't be caught out by counterfeit gear 


With 10% of global trade 
estimated to be in counterfeit 
goods, Intellectual Property crime 
- which includes counterfeit 
goods - is seriously big business. 

Often found for sale online 
and at markets, criminals selling 
counterfeit goods are often 
aware of the consequences of 
their actions and for this reason 
purposefully try to stay under 
the radar and not raise 
suspicions of law enforcement 
or members of the public. 

The internet is a major 
facilitator of IP crime - social 
media offers a great platform 
for showcasing the ‘fake’ goods 
on sale. Previously, the agencies 
focused on online auctions and 
websites, but recently there 
has been a significant shift to 
social media. 


WhatisthePIPCy? 


The Police Intellectual Property 
Crime Unit (PIPCU) is a specialist 
police unit with a national remit 
dedicated to protecting the UK 
industries that produce 
legitimate, high quality, physical 
goods and online and digital 
content from intellectual 
property crime. 

The unit is operationally 
independent and launched in 
September 201 3 with 
£2.56 million funding from the 
Intellectual Property Office (IPO) 
until June 2015. It was 
announced in October 2014 that 
PIPCU will receive a further £3 
million from the IPO to fund the 
unit up to 2017. 

The unit is dedicated to tackling 
serious and organised intellectual 
property crime - counterfeit and 
piracy - affecting physical and 
digital goods (with the exception 
of pharmaceutical goods) with a 
focus on offences committed 
using an online platform. 

The unit comprises of a 20 
strong-team, consisting of 
detectives, analysts and 
researchers and is based within 
the Economic Crime Directorate 
of the City of London Police, the 
National Lead Force for Fraud. 
Here it is drawing on the 
expertise and experience 
already in place that is leading 
the national law enforcement 
response to economic crime and 
running independently funded 
police units tackling insurance 
fraud, corruption and bribery 
and card payment fraud. 


As well as the obvious goods 
such as alcohol, cigarettes and 
tobacco proving popular for the 
counterfeiters, riding gear and 
motorcycle parts have been 
targeted by some trying to make 
quick cash. Whether it’s a brand- 
new helmet that you’re buying 
online, or a riding jacket that 
you’ve found for a bargain price 
at a local market - beware, as it 
might not be what it claims. 

Darren Dickenson from 
Wimbledon spoke to us after his 
neighbour’s grandson unwittingly 
bought a fake helmet. 

“He bought the helmet online, 
thinking that it was a genuine 
AGV helmet. He’s only just 
started riding so was looking to 
get a good deal. It looked great 
in all the pictures and cost just 
&45. When it arrived and we had 
the chance to look at it closely, 
we realised that the quality was 
poor and there was no way that 
this was a genuine AGV. I 
certainly wouldn’t fancy my 
chances after an off!” 

Steve Horsley from 
Peterborough Trading Standards 
said; “Counterfeit goods will not 
be made to the same safety 
standards and quality as the 
genuine product. It might be an 
exact cosmetic copy, but may not 
perform as the genuine product 
was intended to. They may carry 
markings - such as CE approval - 
but the likelihood is that they will 
not have gone through the process 
of safety and quality tests.” 

But what kind of thing should 
you look for? We spoke to the 
Head of the Police Intellectual 
Property Crime Unit (PIPCU) at 
the City of London Police, DCI 
Danny Medlycott, who gave us his 
top tips on how not to be fooled:

Seized counterfeit goods 


1: BE AWARE OF 
THE DANGERS 

“When shopping online, 
consumers need to be vigilant 
that they are not misled into 
buying counterfeits. Many 
websites purport to be selling 
genuine items, but in fact they 
are just cheap and shoddy 
imitations, which in some cases 
can be extremely dangerous as 
they do not go through vigorous 
safety checks.” 

2: BEWARE OF ACCESSING 
DODGY WEBSITES 

“Many people are also not aware 
that by accessing these sites they 
may be exposing their computers 
to harmful malware and viruses, 
and even putting their personal 
and financial information at risk 
of being compromised.” 

3: DO YOUR RESEARCH 

“We would advise anyone 
shopping online to research the 
site they are considering buying 
from. Check online to see what 
other people are saying about the 
website as many people will often 
turn to forums and blogs to warn 
others of fake sites. Also look at 
the spelling and grammar used; 
often the people behind these 
sites do not pay a lot of attention 
or care to this detail. You should 
also look at the contact us 
section; if there is no physical 
address or working telephone 
number, you should be wary.” 


What is IP crime? 

■ ■ ■■ 


According to the 201 3-14 IP crime 
report, IP crime is the 'wilful use 
of someone else's trade mark or 
copyrighted work without the 
proper authorisation to do so! 

THERE ARE TWO CATEGORIES: 

► Trademark infringement - 
aka counterfeiting - where a 
person produces a product and 
claims it's been made by the 
genuine manufacturer or trade 
mark owner. For it to be a 
counterfeit it must have the 
trademark on the product. 

► Copyright infringement - 
aka piracy - refers to when 
copyrighted work such as 
music is taken and made 
available for others to use 
without the permission of the 
copyright holder. 

Each is classed as a criminal 
offence and come with a maxi- 
mum sentence of up to 1 0 years 
in prison. 


4: IF IT LOOKS TOO GOOD 
TO BE TRUE... 

“. . .then it probably is; heavily 
discounted products are often 
a tell-tale sign that something 
isn’t right.”

Remember a few issues ago, 
when we told you about the 
Dartford Crossing toll 
charging system? Well 
something similar is about 
to happen with the Humber 
Bridge which connects

currently being installed 
and - like the Dartford 
Crossing - if you go through 
one of these without pre- 
paying, then you will receive 
a hefty fine. 

However, the Humber 
Bridge varies slightly from 
the Dartford Crossing 
system, in as much as there 
will still be a 'stop and pay 
cash' option, but this is 
limited and may cause 
queues at busy periods. 

The toll system doesn't 
directly affect bike riders, 
who currently cross for free; 
but many of us also have 
access to four-wheel 
vehicles, so be aware.

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Getting personal 
could cost you dearly 


Love them or hate them nearly a 
quarter of a million private 
number plates were sold in the 
UK between 2013 and 2014 
alone. But if you are thinking 
about splashing out on one, you 
should first consider the 
insurance implications; namely 
that if your vehicle is stolen or 
written off, your private plate 
may be at risk. 

Gocompare.com analysed 
more than 200 comprehensive 
insurance policies and found 
that only 12 would cover the loss 
of a personalised number plate if 
the vehicle was lost or stolen, 
and only 10 insurers covered a 
financial loss of &5000 or more. 

If an insurance policy includes 
cover for personalised number 
plates and a claim is made for 
the cost of the vehicle, including 
the plate, then the insurer owns 
the vehicle that the registration 
number is assigned to, and 
therefore, owns the rights to the 
registration number. The 
claimant can buy the registration 
number back if the insurer is 
willing to sell it to the 
policyholder, or hasn’t already 
sold it on, for no more than the 
settlement price. If the vehicle 
has already been disposed of by 
the insurance company then all 
rights to the registration plate go 
with the vehicle. 

BUT THAT’S NOT THE 
END OF IT 

If a vehicle with a personalised 
plate is stolen, its owner will 
have to wait 12 months to get 
the number plate back. They will 
also have to prove that the 
vehicle had a valid MoT and was 
taxed at the time of theft to 
reclaim the personalised plate. 

If the vehicle has been written 
off, the owner should contact the 
DVLA and the insurer to let them 
know that they want to keep the 
plate - the insurer wiU then write a 
letter of non-interest and send it to 
the DVLA. The registered keeper 
will have to pay a retention fee to 
keep the plate if they don’t have 
another vehicle to transfer it to. 


The registration transfer fees 
changed from March 9, 2015. The 
retention fee was reduced to &80, 
while the fee for transfer remains 
the same at &80. The period that 
a registration number can be 
retained for has also been 
changed from one, two or three 
years to 10 years; the annual 
retention fee of &25 was also 
removed from March 9, 2015. 

Those who have had their 
vehicle with a personalised 
number plate written off have to 
work fast. If the vehicle is 
scrapped, the number plate dies 
with it. The registration number 
moves with the vehicle it is 
assigned to, not the person who 
may have bought the 
registration number. 

Matt Oliver, Gocompare. corn’s 
insurance spokesman, said: 
“Personalising your pride and joy 
is a great idea, but if you have 
invested in a private number 
plate, you should consider 
whether you have got it properly 
insured. When you register a 
private plate to a new vehicle, 
you obviously have to tell your 
insurer or your policy will be 
invalidated, but you also have to 
consider whether you have 


adequately covered the plate 
itself. Don’t forget, even though 
you may be buying a private 
number plate, it belongs to the 
vehicle, so whoever owns it owns 
the plate, whether that’s you, the 
insurer following a claim, or if it’s 
scrapped - the registration 
number remains with the vehicle. 

Speak to your insurance 
company if you want to keep the 
cherished plate. Let them know 
that you want to keep it - make 
sure you get a letter of non- 
interest from your insurer as soon 
as possible, and apply 
immediately to the DVLA to 
retain or transfer the personalised 
number. Likewise, if the vehicle is 
stolen, you must make the 
insurance company aware that 
you wish to keep the personalised 
registration number should the 
vehicle be found after the claim 
has been settled. If the vehicle is 
not found you can apply to 
retain/transfer the registration 
number 12 months after the date 
of theft providing the insurance 
company has no interest in the 
registration number.”

Personal number 
plate facts 


In December 2014 a new range 
oUl 5' plates was released, but 
they can only be assigned to 
vehicles registered on or after 
March this year. 

Vehicle registration has been 
a legal formality since 1 903. 

There will never be a'Z' 
registration as it looks too 
similar to the number 2. 

However T is used as a letter in 
the second part of plates. 

Sequences of letters you'll 
never see on UK plates include 
BUM, GOD and SEX. This rule was 
established in 1932 and it's not 
likely to change any time soon. 

Failure to display your 
number plate correctly can incur 
a £1000 fine and you may lose 
your right to display the 
registration number.

BACKGROUND 

India Bike Week is the 
brainchild of Anoop Prakash, 

MD of Harley-Davidson India.

Keen to embrace all riders, 
this year’s festival opened its 
tent flaps to Piaggio.

So how does IBW 2015 compare 
with a UK experience? As a music 
festival it’s small; the main stage 
played host to various awards and

have). On more familiar ground 
were home-grown DJs and the 
guitar skills of BlackStratBlues, 
main stage, Saturday night.

Richard spent most of 2014 at UK 
scooter rallies, festivals and 
steam fayres. Asked about IBW 
2015, he simply replied: “The 
friendliest festival I’ve ever been 
to!” And I agree - no boozy 
brawling (despite free-flowing 
booze at the Howling Dog Bar, 
The Ace Cafe and other 
‘refreshment’ points) - the closest 
thing to physical competitiveness 
was a giant game of Jameson 
Jenga. Forty-five stacked wooden 
bricks in a bar? I’d love to see 
that risk assessment... 


Although the potential, there 
was no overt inter-chapter rivalry. 
Organiser Martin da Costa simply 
remarking that some clubs 
refused to ride-in together. And 
despite my initial reservations 
about attending for the 
scootering fraternity, (alongside a 
vocal Brit wearing his Vespa 
Owners Club T-shirt) there was 
absolutely no biker/scooter 
conflict (even with me repeatedly 
instructing Richard to take selfies 
with the leather-waistcoated 
Hogs). Raising this with Martin, 
I’m told that most Indian bikers 
are generally (or have at some 
point been) scooter riders as well. 
Online research (where would we 
be without Wikipedia?) reveals 
that 10 years ago there were more 
than 47 million PTWs in India, yet 
fewer than nine million cars. 
Perhaps the ‘them and us’ mind- 
set is more suited to two wheels v 
four wheels, than scooter v bike? 

The huge Indian market 
cannot be, and isn’t being, 
ignored by manufacturers. When 
asked the reasons behind India 
Bike Week, da Costa’s reply is 
simple: “1.2 billion people.” 
Vespa, perhaps slow to 
capitalise on this nation of two- 
wheeler fanatics, arrived in India 
in 2012, yet according to Stefano 
Pelle, CEO of Piaggio Vehicles 


Pvt Ltd, has already created a 
“unique, premium position” 
within the market. 

NICHE 

The most premium Vespa 
offering at IBW was the Vespa 
GTS 300 Super. Previously 
unavailable in India it has an 
expected retail price of more 
than &2500 (a little over half of 
what we pay in the UK, but 
expensive by Indian standards); 
the Vespa S launched last year, 
and despite being less than S800, 
Indian website ‘bikeportal.in’ 
called it “too pricey”. 

So is India Bike Week too 
pricey? A two-day ticket was 
around &30 - not bad for two days 


of entertainment and attendance 
is growing by 30% year-on-year. 
The following week tickets for an 
Ed Sheeran gig in Mumbai were 
going for a similar price (though 
the growth in year-on-year 
attendance for an Ed Sheeran gig 
is yet to be ascertained). 

Even with the weighty Harley- 
Davidson involvement, IBW 
2015 was keen to embrace all 
riders - bike or scooter. In the 
closing words of organiser 
Martin da Costa on Saturday 
night: “We don’t care what you 
came on - just that you came.”

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Knox Lea wax waterproof women's motorcycle jacket

I love casual looking, multifunctional, riding gear - a 
category this jacket fits into brilliantly. It forms part of the 
Knox Studio Collection - a range which has been designed 
for use on and off the bike. 

Often when gear claims to be suitable for off the bike, it 
means you have to spend time taking the armour out and 
it never sits quite right without it in. However, the way the 
new Knox range works is that there are a number of 
'separates' which allow riders to pick and choose which 
would suit their needs. Wearing an armoured shirt from 
the range negates the need for the Lea wax jacket to 
contain any armour, so it looks - and fits - just like a 
regular jacket. 

Made from a washed wax, it's very 
supple - and it doesn't smell like 
most wax jackets or leave a greasy 
feeling on your hands when 
you've touched it. Knox claims 
it to be 100% waterproof - 
I've used it in drizzle so far 
and haven't got wet but 
I'm yet to use it in a 
severe downpour to 
see whether it's 
completely 
watertight. All 
the exterior 
zips -on 
the front 
and the 


pockets - use YKK Aquaguard water resistant zips too. 

There's a dual fit zip system - two zips that run under 
the sleeves and down the sides of the jacket which allow 
the jacket to be made a whole size larger - handy when 
combining with multiple layers underneath. Off the bike, 
close the zip and the jacket is a size smaller so it can be 
worn fashionably. 

The collar can be worn up or down and features a 
removable throat guard for extra weather protection - you 
simply press studs over the gap to cover where you usually 
get a pesky draught. There are ribbed collar and cuffs for 
extra protection against the cold. 

Fit can further be customised by pulling in the 
adjustable waist. There's an adjustable cuff closure system 
too so that you can get your gloves on comfortably. 

There are underarm loops on both arms for attaching 
reflective arm bands at night time and they even do a 
removable hood for it, priced at £29.99. 

I would have liked a little bit more fabric around the 
hips so that it flared when I was on the bike - because of 
having the 'dual fit system' it doesn't have zips on the hip 
area like a regular riding jacket which can mean it bunches 
up a bit. This isn't a major problem though as it's still 
comfortable and looks good - but it might be something 
they consider with the next evolution of the jacket. 

I love this approach to motorcycle gear and really like 
the idea of the'modular' concept. Pick and choose which of 
the undergarments you want - the armoured shirt, the 
quilted bomber style jacket or the sports-style top - and 
you're off. I have an Exoglo heated waistcoat too which 
slips underneath easily for those chillier days. 

It's available in sizes 8-18 (XS-XXL) in black and blue 
and plain black and is priced at £230 - a price many 
would be happy to pay for a good quality normal jacket, 
let alone a functional motorcycle jacket which can be used 
off the bike too. It's been my go-to jacket since it's arrived 
- trips to the supermarket, work, visiting friends, 
riding the bike, walking the dog - apart from sleeping. 

I've rarely taken it off...

The Knox thermal quilted jacket for women 
is designed as part of the Knox Studio 
Collection -and is one of the 
interchangeable layers to be worn under an 
outer jacket when on the bike. 

Instead of all the elements of a riding 
jacket being integrated into one - as 
traditionally done in motorcycle clothing - 
the Studio Collection has 'deconstructed' the 
concept and has been designed as a range 
of separates that riders can pick and choose 
depending on what they need. 

The thermal quilted jacket acts as a 
brilliant layer to keep you warm. It uses 
Thermolite Active insulation which works by 
hollow-core fibres trapping in air for 
insulation - but at the same time is 
lightweight and thin. 

Usually when a piece has been designed 
to wear underneath another layer, there are 
tags and there's been little thought put into 
the design - so even though you can wear it 


as a standalone layer, it doesn't look like it 
should be. Not with this jacket; it looks like a 
stylish bomber jacket and looks just as good 
worn casually. I often put it under the wax 
jacket for an extra layer of warmth when I 
take my dog out for a walk. 

It's really comfortable and features a soft 
ribbed waistband and collar. The two 
pockets on the outside don't have zips but 
come in handy for putting your hands in 
when the temperature drops. 

It's available in sizes 8-18 (XS-XXL) and is 
priced at £39.99. 

The pricing of the individual elements 
means that you could get an outer jacket, 
armoured shirt and quilted jacket liner for 
around £370. 1 tend to think about things as 
'cost-per-wear'- with this set-up, you have 
even more opportunities to wear the 
individual items together meaning it's an 
efficient way to spend your cash.

Designed as an interchangeable layer to be 
worn under a jacket from the Knox Studio 
collection, the stretch elastane shirt 
contains Knox Lite CE approved body armour 
on the shoulders and elbows, and has a 
Knox CE approved back protector level one 
fitted as standard. There's a full length YKK 
zip all the way up the front to make it easy 
to get on and off. 

I'm super safety conscious and like to be 
well protected on the bike, so I wasn't sure 
if I'd feel protected in an item like this - 
but I did. I tried it wearing the provided 
back protector but found I preferred to 
wear my separate standalone Knox 
protector as I was used to it. It's specifically 
designed for females and as a result it fits 
comfortably - the armour sits nicely and I 


was confident that it would stay in place in 
the event of an accident. 

All the armour can easily be removed so 
that you can wash the shirt which helps 
keep it fresh and there's a useful front 
pocket for smaller items, such as cash. I like 
the styling touches including grey textured 
mesh on the collar, cuffs and waistband too. 

It fits brilliantly with the other items, 
which all work together seamlessly. I've 
worn it with a long sleeved base layer and 
with a vest top and it has been fine - thanks 
to the flatlocked seams there were no 
scratchy areas digging in. 

It's priced at just under £1 00 and is 
available in size 8-1 8 (XS-XXL). It's a great 
addition to my riding gear.

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EX02 Stormchaser heated motorcycle jacket

I'm an all-year-round rider and for a number of years 
I've been using a heated vest. However, my old 
bones are feeling the pinch so I decided it was time 
to upgrade to a full heated jacket. 

The fit is comfortable and not bulky - 1 often 
wear it as a jacket off the bike, thanks to its subtle 
styling. Due to my bull neck, the collar has to be laid 
flat - much like a collared shirt would fit - it can, 
however, be used as a roll neck top. 

A 10 amp fused power cable is supplied for 
connecting direct to the motorcycle battery, but I 
prefer to use the Hella plug fitting as I have suitable 
sockets on all of my bikes. A four-level in-line power 
controller - there is a bike mounted controller 
available if required - allows you to pick your desired 
level of heat and only uses five amps at full power. 

The cable supplied is long enough that you can put 
the controller wherever you need it; I put mine at the 
side of my tank bag. Because of the length of the wire, 
make sure that when off the bike the cable is tucked 
in to a pocket, otherwise it will drag on the floor. 

There are plugs at the bottom of each arm, 
tucked away in Velcro pockets, that enable 
Stormshield or Stormguard heated gloves to be 
connected without the requirement for a separate 
cable harness. 

The Stormchaser can be machine washed as 
there are no heating wires; the jacket - which is 
claimed water and windproof- uses FabRoc heat 
technology. FabRoc is a lightweight polymer that 
produces infrared heat energy when a low voltage is 
passed through it. It's sewn in to the front, back, 
sleeves and collar. 

A maximum surface temperature of 50°C ensures 
no overheating spots, and having ridden in below- 
zero temperatures on a number of occasions. I've 
often had to turn it down because I've been so toasty. 

There's an optional power pack that can be used 
when off the bike (sold separately) but with this, 
heat is only generated in the back and kidney area. 

Available in sizes 36in to 65in, the Stormchaser 
could be considered a tad expensive, but anyone out 
there who has ridden in sub-zero temperatures with 
many layers on, and still felt chilled to the bones 
would happily pay anything to get warm. I know, 

I've been there. . . not any more.

Spada Seeker waterproof boots

These touring boots from Spada have to be the most comfortable from new that I 
have ever owned. Like most of you out there, I dread the 'bedding in' of new 
motorcycle boots - not with the Spada Seekers though. 

I'm usually a size 8 and the Seekers are true to size and fitted like a glove. As with 
all waterproof boots I have owned, understandably they are a tad warm on hot 
summer days, but the important thing is they don't let water in. I had a pair 
previously which did, but I contacted Spada who sent out a replacement pair straight 
away and it looks like the problem has been cured. 

There's an anti-slip sole, a side zip with Velcro fastening to keep them on and 
double layer gear change panels. Elasticated panelling on the back enables you to 
walk comfortably in the boots off the bike. 

A pair of waterproof touring boots for under £75? These inexpensive boots do the 
job and aren't going to break the bank.

REPORT 


Carli jetted off to Monaco 
for the launch of the brand 
new Honda Forza 125, just 
in time for this issue... 


n the development of its new 

I machine, Honda’s aim was to blend the 
luxury and space of a Grand Touring 
(GT) scooter, with the agility and 
^ ' sportiness of smaller and lighter 

machines - no mean feat, but the firm’s 
nailed it with the new Forza 125. 


ENGINE 


Powering the outfit is a liquid-cooled, four-stroke, four- 
valve, sohc single cylinder - one that Honda fans may 
recognise from the PCX and SH models, however, over 
60% of the parts are different. It produces 14bhp at 
8750rpm - which makes it A1 licence compliant - and 
8.91b-ft of torque at 8250rpm. 

It features Enhanced Smart Power (ESP) low friction 
technology to boost the economy of the machine - 
including idling mode - known to some as ‘start, stop’. A 
switch on the right handlebar allows you to turn it from 
‘idling’ or ‘idling stop’, having it on the latter option 
means that the engine stops automatically after three 
seconds at idle when the scooter has stopped and the 
brakes are applied - it starts up instantly once the 
throttle grip is twisted. It can take some getting used to 
and can feel strange at first, but once you get used to it 
happening then it just becomes normal. 


The focus on fuel efficiency has worked. Honda 
quotes 123mpg, I got llSmpg but certainly wasn’t riding 
with economy in mind. On this basis, the 11.5 litre fuel 
tank will give a range of around 300 miles - your local 
petrol station will start to miss you. . . 


CHASSIS 


It’s been treated to an all-new steel frame and Honda has 
done lots of wind tunnel development to manage the 
way the air travels into and around the scooter. This 
emphasis on highway stability and protecting the rider 
from the elements has led to the inclusion of a six- way 
adjustable windscreen, which importantly can be done 
on the move - with gloves on - and covers a range of 
120mm so different rider heights are catered for. 

Suspension is provided by 33mm front forks and five- 
stage pre-load adjustable twin rear shocks. It’s an agile 
machine, helped by the 15in wheel on the front and 14in 
on the rear. ABS comes as standard - as you’d expect 
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from Honda - and is ready to work with the 256mm 
front disc and 240mm disc on the rear should you need 
it. For new riders, this is a great addition and means that 
there is added peace of mind. 

For its size and presence on the road, it’s a lightweight, 
with a kerb weight of 159kg. The overall dimensions 
make it a breeze for darting in between traffic - judge 
your gap by the width of the mirrors and you know you 
can get the 750mm wide machine through. 

There’s plenty of space for a pillion with grab rails and 
foldaway pillion footpegs. 

There are LED lights throughout - tail-lights, dual- 
headlight and indicators. The indicators aren’t plonked 
on the main body, but are instead integrated onto the 
mirrors to further emphasise the smooth sleek lines that 
so much effort has been put into.

Pop the seat using a button at the side of the ignition 
and you’ll see the whopping 48 litres of storage hidden 
under the seat, big enough to swallow up two-full face 
helmets. There’s a plastic divider too so that you can 
pick and choose how you’d like to organise your 
belongings - clever. There’s an additional glovebox too 
which is home for smaller items such as a bottle of water 
or your phone. 

There’s a comprehensive ‘cockpit’ style instrument 
panel, which is packed with information but organised 
so it’s easy to see at a glance. It includes: a clock, fuel 
gauge, coolant temperature gauge, oil change indicator, 
odometer. Trip A and B and fuel consumption - both 
average and current. Simply switch between them using 
two small buttons underneath. 


It’s hard not to look at the Forza and expect the 
performance of a larger capacity machine - after all, its 
striking looks and GT style presence gave me high 
expectations. I asked the project leader, Tomokatsu 
Suda, if there were plans to develop a larger capacity 
one - having ridden it though, I don’t think it’s 
necessarily needed. 

Acceleration is strong throughout the range; even at 
high speeds, it kept on pulling. Our route through Nice 
and Monaco allowed us to try out the Forza on 
mountainous roads, with sharp hairpin bends and 
climbing inclines and also motorways to test out that 
top speed. Nothing was too much for the Forza, it 
chomped up the motorway miles at 70mph with ease 
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Underseat storage

and I wasn’t battered around thanks to the windscreen. 
Up the picturesque mountain roads of Monaco, rolling 
back the throttle, there was always drive there to 
‘hussle’ you round the bends. 

It’s the attention to detail of the design which really 
stands out for me, the underseat storage is a big winner 
- 1 know of some maxi-scooters with less storage space. 
It’s not just under the seat which is roomy, the riding 
position is comfortable and there’s the option to put 
your legs out straight like on larger scooters. 

The 780mm seat height makes it easy to put your feet 
down but to be honest, that will be rare because of the 
balance at slower speeds and it picks straight back up 
when you pull back the throttle, as a result slow riding 
is easy. 

Honda’s aim was to make a scooter with a GT spec 
but maintain the sport ability of a 125, and it deserves a 
pat on the back - mission accomplished and its still a 
cool looking machine. 


It had the same stylist as the Vultus - angular lines, a 
‘mass-forward’ look reminiscent of that Integra, 
aggressive front headlines and a high level of finish 
mean that the Forza makes a real statement. 

There will be three colour options in the UK - blue 
and white, brown and two-tone grey. While the price 
hasn’t officially been confirmed yet and is still ‘TBC’, 
we believe it is expected to be around &4000. It will be 
available from May onwards. 

As with all Hondas there is a range of accessories 
available - five stage heated grips (the same ones as on 
the larger bikes), wheel stickers, floor panels, colour- 
matched instrument surround and handlebar panel, rear 
carrier, two-tone seat, 35 litre top box, inner bag, alarm 
kit, U-lock, cover, Akrapovic exhaust, smartphone 
cradle - and there’s a pillion backrest in the making. 


Whether it’s your first foray onto two-wheels or you’re a 
seasoned commuter, the Forza 125 is worth taking a 
look at. 

The slow speed agility and the high speed stability make 
it a great riding companion - not to mention the bags of 
underseat storage and weather protection from that lovely 
adjustable windscreen. Often when manufacturers make 
‘commuters’, they assume that everyone lives in the city 
and don’t often account for the motorway section before 
the jam-packed streets - Honda has.

R emember the Lexmoto 

Valencia cruiser scooter? 
It’s a style that people 
clearly like, as Lexmoto 
has sold 500 of them, and now it’s 
offering a slightly toned-down 
version - the Verona. 


ENGINE/TRANSMISSION 


The Verona comes with the low-tech 
air-cooled two-valve four-stroke 
engine you’d expect of a budget- 
priced Chinese 125. Transmission is 
the usual twist ‘n go - isn’t it great 
that scooter manufacturers all over 
the world name their transmissions 
after your favourite magazine? 


STYLING 


We christened the Valencia ‘King of 
Camp’, and although the Verona is 
less flamboyant, it’s from the same 
cruiser school originally inspired by 
the Honda Joker. So you still get 
retro-ish styling, high-rise bars and 
chrome all over. Colour options are 
more muted though - there’s no 
metallic pink. 


EQUIPMENT 


Not a lot; underseat space might 
take an open face, but not my Shoei. 
There’s a small front glovebox and a 
neat rear rack, (which doesn’t 
include a passenger backrest). 
Instrumentation is limited to a 
speedo and fuel gauge. 


ON THE ROAD 


Cruiser scooters have a relaxed 
riding position, and the Verona is no 
exception. It’s fine for commuting, 
but less comfy on long trips. 

With its low-tech motor, the Verona 
is surprisingly punchy, with decent 
acceleration up to 40mph-or-so, 
winding-up to an indicated 60mph. 
The speedo even crept up to 68mph. 
Apart from some transmission 
vibration, it was very smooth and 
controllable at low speed. 

The Verona has titchy lOin wheels, 
which fewer scooters use now. 
Combined with soft suspension, 
these make it a tad floaty and vague 
at speed. It’s not unstable though 
and the Cheng Shin tyres hold on to 


the Tarmac, but it doesn’t feel as 
positive as a scoot with 12in wheels 
and stiffer suspension. 

The brakes do the business 
without any dramatics, though hard 
stops can have you sliding forward 
on the seat. The mirrors are 
excellent, but the speedo suffers 
from big kph but tiny mph figures 
and the switchgear feels a little 
crude. There’s no screen as 
standard, but weather protection is 
pretty good.

gaps easily and feel confident 
knowing you have the power there 
if you need it. 

National speed limit roads are 
tackled with ease and you can hold 
your own by briskly getting up to 
60mph. 

There’s a handy label on the 
scooter telling you that the engine 
oil needs changing first after 300km 
(around 186 miles) then every 
1000km (approximately 620 miles) 
and the air cleaner element cleaned 
or changed every 1000km. 

It’s available as a 50cc too - 
priced at &1199 - for those with 
their AM licence.

The 
large front light allows you to see - 
and importantly, be seen - and the 
brake light and indicators are 
integrated into the rear bodywork. 

There’s provision for a pillion with 
a rear seat and a luggage rack to 
hold on to if they would like - 
although it could have benefited 
from being shaped more around the 
bike so that it’s easier to hold on to 
and could accommodate a top box.

do. That’s not it for storage though - 
there’s a carry hook on the front and 
also a luggage rack on the rear. 

There’s steering lock for security 
and there’s plenty of space to put a 
chain and lock through the wheel. 


I loved how swift the WP was; there 
was no lag in acceleration and it 
always felt like you could wind back 
the throttle and it was ready for 
action. The seat is nice and high 
which gives you a great view of the 
road ahead, but because it was 
narrow it meant I could easily get 
my feet down on either side. 

The 12in wheels contribute 
towards a very agile feeling when 
you’re on the road and you can 
change direction easily and with a 
great degree of confidence. It’s a 
lightweight machine - with a dry 
weight of just 96kg - which makes it 
easy to man-handle. 


themselves are very spacious 
and offer the rider plenty of 
room for their feet as there is no 
centre console. 

A disc brake on the front and a 
drum on the rear provide stopping 
power - through town I preferred 
using the rear brake as it was great 
to feather. Panic stopping was 
catered for by squeezing both levers 
hard, knowing that the ABS was 
there to help you out. 

Under the seat you will find a 
deep storage space, which is 
accessed by inserting the key into a 
hole by the side of the seat, rather 
than the central ignition barrel like 
on a lot of other scooters. There was 
plenty of room, but owing to the 
shape, my full-face helmet didn’t fit 
in; however, some other makes may

24-month warranty. 


ENGINE 


The Scrambler shares the same engine as the Sinnis 
Cafe 125 and also the Retrostar - an air-cooled, four- 
stroke, single-cylinder that produces 11.4bhp @ 

8500rpm. 

“We were so impressed after the 3000-mile trip we 
did around Europe on the Cafe 125 that we got two 
other bikes based on the same engine and frame but 
with different tanks, panels and handlebars. These are 
the Scrambler and the Retrostar,” said Mike Garrod 
from Sinnis. 

We agree - it is a hearty engine with plenty of 
enthusiasm. It will get you up to 60mph easily by 
working your way up the five-speed gear box and once 
you’re there it will maintain momentum, which makes 
dual carriageways and national speed limits just another 
road - rather than ones you dread. 


CHASSIS 


The Scrambler is a super-stylish machine - the first thing 
that gets your attention is the high-rise exhaust, because 
it looks awesome. Once sitting on the bike, you’ll notice 
that your inner right thigh gets a tad warm and heats up 
after a few miles - probably a welcome feature when 
riding in winter. There’s a grille on the front light, white 
oval number plates on the side to add to the Scrambler 
style and a long ribbed black seat finishes off the look. 

Large brake lights and indicators show other road 
users what you’re planning. A lockable fuel cap keeps 
the 10 litres in the tank safe and the switchgears are

well laid out and

than they need to. There’s 
provision for a pillion with plenty 
of room on the seat and dedicated footpegs and a grab 
rail on the rear. 


It’s certainly a head turner; in fact you’ll be lucky if you 
finally get to ride it as you find people want to speak to 
you about it as soon as they know it’s yours. It won’t 
start with the side stand down so flick it up - it doesn’t 
come with a centre stand - and open the choke for it to 
warm up and listen to the conspicuous tone expelled 
from the exhaust. 

Once warmed up, sit yourself on the comfortable 
seat and you’ll appreciate the neutral riding 
position - there’s no weight on your wrists and your 
legs are at 90° when your feet are on the large 
rubber-coated footpegs. 

The stylish round rear-view mirrors offer plenty of 
vision behind and your view ahead is uncluttered thanks 
to the upright riding position and no-nonsense single 
round dial for the dash. You’ve got all you need - speed, 
odometer, trip meter, a digital gear indicator and two 
lights telling you that you’ve got full beam on and you’re 
in neutral. Two round lights underneath let you know 
your indicators are on. 

It’s light and narrow making it a pleasure through 
town. If it were my bike then I’d go to as many towns as 
I could just so I could ride through them and watch 
people look with slight envy because you’re on a super- 
cool bike. Plus, parking isn’t an issue on this as it is 
small enough to fit in lots of gaps. 

Whether you’re looking for a commuting machine 
with some serious attitude or you’re after a 125cc to 
play on then the Scrambler is a great choice. While there 
might only be 100 being brought into the UK by Sinnis, 
take a look at the Cafe and the Retrostar as they all 
share the same engine.

A blast from the past - is this the ultimate retro 1 25? 


R emember Francis-Barnett? 
They went bust in 1966, 
but now it’s back, because 
a Midlands businessman 
has bought the rights and 
relaunched the marque. He’s 
offering two 125s - the road-going 
Kestrel and the Merlin trailie. 


WHERE’S IT FROM? 


These bikes don’t represent a 
rebirth of an all-British 125. Both are 
restyled from the Chinese Herald 
Classic. But they’ve been 
transformed by Mutt Motorcycles, 
which already supplies restyled 
Herald Classics to order. 


STYLING 


A bike’s looks can be altered, so 
while both Francis-Barnetts’ retain 
the Herald’s standard 
engine/gearbox, frame, forks and 
fuel tank, other changes have 
transformed them. 

The Kestrel has 18in alloy rims 
with stainless spokes, classic Brit- 
style silencer, narrower handlebars 


and fatter Dunlop K70 tyres. Having 
the same sizes front and rear gives a 
hint of flat track, while the seat is 
swapped for a Francis-Barnett 
replica and the shocks are shrouded, 
as back in the day. 

The Merlin gets a 2 tin front wheel, 
18in rear, high-level exhaust, wide 
braced bars and Dunlop D803 
knobbly tyres; the shocks are 
exposed and the mudguards are 
aluminium. The frame is modified, 
shortening the rear section so that 
the solo seat is in keeping. 

Both bikes are finished in Francis- 
Barnett’s trademark Arden green, 
and neither are cheap, reflecting the 
more involved conversion. 


EQUIPMENT 


Destined for fun, not collecting 
groceries, these bikes’ stripped- 
down look is part of the appeal. 


ON THE ROAD 


With identical engine, frame and 
front forks to the Herald, it’s hardly 
surprising that the Francis-Barnetts 


ride much the same. The Kestrel’s 
fatter front tyre doesn’t change the 
handling much and it accelerates up 
to 50mph like any decent geared 
125, winding up to 65-70mph. But 
the classic-looking seat is high 
which had me (30in leg) on tiptoes. 

The Merlin isn’t as happy on the 
road, being less eager to accelerate. 
Mutt say that the bigger rear wheel 
and knobbly tyre have raised the 
gearing - production bikes will have 
lower gearing. But on off-road 
tracks, the Merlin came into its own 
as a pleasant green-laner.

ON THE ROAD 


itting in between 
the new 
budget-priced 
‘Vespa-styled’ 
Sorvio 125 and the 
retro Modena 125, 
the A9 Flight 125 is considered by 
AJS to be “the perfect route into the 
two wheel world”. But what does it 
offer that the other two models in 
the range don’t? 


For a little over &1000 you get a 
pretty bog-standard, but well 
established single cylinder 125cc 
GY6-type engine that performs and 
handles well. 


The A9 Flight is quite pleasant to 
look at - in fact its styling is 
reminiscent of a sports-styled 
commuter scooter, complete with 
sporty graphics which are 
complemented by the vibrant blue 
paintwork and supplemented by a 
contrasting red paint to mechanical 
parts like the brake discs and 
suspension units. The visual styling 
is complimented by some rather 
nice LED indicators to the front 
and rear. 

Storage space consists of a 
lockable underseat compartment 
and a rear luggage rack; if 
any further carrying 
capacity is needed, then 
a topbox can easily be 
fitted using the pre- 
drilled holes. If you 
wanted to store 
your lid under the 
seat though, you 
might be a little 
disappointed - as I 
found out when I 
tried to store my 
Shark Evoline 3 helmet. 

That said it may well take 
a ‘Jet-style’ open face - but 
I didn’t have one to hand to 
give it a try. 


What you do get is well presented 
for a scooter at the budget end of 
the range, so don’t go expecting too 
many bells and whistles. It comes 
with a very basic toolkit and the 
aforementioned luggage rack and 
that’s about it; I did also find one 
other bit of equipment - hazard 
warning flashers - something you 
wouldn’t normally come across on 
something in this budget range. 


Before taking it out on the road, I 
checked the fuel gauge (a lesson 
learnt from experience); it hardly

registered and 
showed empty on the 
gauge - at the fuel pump it took a 
little over four litres. AJS quotes the 
size of the A9’s fuel tank as 4.7 litres 
in the tech spec they supplied - 
which I think is a little on the 
small side. 

Out on the road, the A9 performed 
much better than I had anticipated. 

It was a bit slow on take-off (a trait 
of many low capacity modern four- 
strokes), but this soon quickly 
disappeared once under way. The 
scooter wound itself up quite 
quickly and easily reached the legal 
speed limit (according to the speedo 
that it) which showed that it was 
capable of keeping up with traffic. 


In fact it performed much better 
than other 125s that I tested on the 
same day. 

It wasn’t just the engine that 
performed well; the suspension set- 
up wasn’t too hard or soft and the 
scoot felt at home both in a straight 
line and on the twisty bits of the 
road. Both front and rear brakes 
responded well and stopped the 
scoot smoothly and efficiently with 
no unexpected ‘grab’ when applied 
under pressure. 

The seating and riding positions 
are both ample on what is 
effectively a smaller-sized scooter. 
I’m an average 5ft lOin stature and 
adopting my preferred riding 
position, the handlebar controls all 
fell easily and comfortably to hand; 
with my feet up on the floorboards, 
my knees didn’t foul the legshields, 
so I could easily maintain control 
on the move. Stopping at junctions, 
I could also comfortably put my 
feet flat down on the road with 
no problem. 

All-in-all, a nice little scooter for 
the money.

For those looking for custom cool, take a 
look at the new machine from WK Bikes 
the aptly named, 125 Cruiser. 
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ith styling taken from the big boys and 
grunty-sounding exhaust note, it’s 
surprising that WK’s Cruiser only packs 
. * a 125cc engine. “We wanted to fill a gap 

range and a number of our 
dealers had asked about whether we’d 
be bringing in a small cruiser as it was something there 
was demand for,” says Drew Marshall from WK Bikes. 


ENGINE 


Powering the pint-sized cruiser is a 360° parallel twin- 
cylinder 125cc engine - and boy does it pack a punch. I 
could have been fooled into thinking I was on a much 
larger bike as I comfortably cruised at 60mph and 
weaved my way around the countryside. 

WK had allowed us to borrow a brand-new bike, with 
less than 40 miles on the clock, but the engine was 
smooth, gear changes apparent and the engine didn’t 
feel tight and restricted. 

If you hadn’t already been fooled into thinking this 
was a larger-capacity machine by its looks, then the 
sound is another red herring. 

Twisting back the throttle, there’s a low meaty grunt 
expelled - a noise that will encourage you to keep riding 
that little bit further and working your way around the 
five-speed gearbox until you have to switch on to reserve.

I CHASSIS 1 

The Cruiser has a plush 
and comfortable seat - 
there’s an instant feeling of 
luxury as soon as you climb aboard. Sometimes cruisers 
favour a feet-forward riding position, with your legs 
outstretched on the pegs - the WK doesn’t. It provides a 
nice neutral position, with your knees at 90°. Not only is 
this comfortable, it also gives you a strong feeling of 
control over the lightweight 160kg machine. 

There’s plenty of room for a pillion with a passenger 
seat and backrest as standard - sometimes on machines 
such as this it’s an optional extra. Braking power was 
progressive and confidence inspiring thanks to the disc 
brakes on the front and rear. 


I RIDE I 

Throwing my leg over the 700mm seat, my first surprise 
was how well padded it was and how nice it was to be 
able to place my feet flat on the ground. There’s plenty of 
movement of the handlebars so the turning circle is tight 
- handy if you take a wrong turn down a tight country 
road or have to manoeuvre into a tight parking space. 

The dash was uncluttered and basic - in fact the 
speedo didn’t even have a rev counter on there. I didn’t 
mind this, as I tend to listen to the engine when deciding 
to change gear - 1 find this allows me to concentrate on 
the ride and feel more in tune with the machine; 
however, new riders may not be too keen on this and 
might want a bit more information from the dash. 

Gears are selected with a confidence-inspiring clonk - 
work your way around the box to make the most of the 
llbhp produced. Large mirrors allow you to

Powered by a retuned version of the 
Versys 650 and the ER6 649cc liquid- 
cooled, four-stroke parallel twin 
engine - Kawasaki is offering 
customers an A2 restricted version. For 
those who go on to pass further tests, 
simply take it back to your local 
Kawasaki dealer and they can remove 
the restrictor for you to unleash the full 
power - 61 bhp @ 7500rpm and 46.51b- 
ft @ 6600rpm - or keep it restricted. 

It has a kerb weight of 228kg, is 
fitted with ABS as standard, packs a 14- 
litre fuel tank and has a seat height of 
705mm. It's priced at £6099. 

Personalisation is the name of the 
game with the Vulcan S; the brake and 
clutch levers have five different 
settings and the footpegs can be 
adjusted into three different positions 


- either keep them 
standard or move them 
forwards or backwards by 25mm. 

And that's not where the 
customisation stops - Kawasaki is 
calling it 'ERGOFIT'. There are three 
choices of setup: reduced reach, mid- 
reach - which is the standard machine 
as bought in a dealership - and 
extended reach, to suit short, medium 
and tall riders respectively. 

Those needing reduced or extended 
reach have the option to changes the 
handlebars and the seat, from the 
accessory range, which change the 
dimensions of the bike - exact prices 
haven't been announced yet but it's 
expected to be around £230.

I SHOULD I BUY ONE? | 

If you’re a new rider and are into the cruiser styling, or 
you’re an experienced rider who doesn’t have a full 
licence but looking for a bike that looks the business - 
then this could be the one for you. 

The WK offers a great starting block for those wanting 
to progress on to larger-capacity cruisers, but it also 
offers a great style choice for those looking for 
something different to a scooter or a sports-styled 
machine. Colour options include white and black. 

“The response we’ve had to the Cruiser has been really 
positive already. We’ve had fantastic feedback from 
customers and dealers - even at these early stages. It 
comes with our two-year parts and labour warranty like 
the rest of our range too,” says Drew. 

And quite rightly so. . . it’s a lot of bike for &1800 and it 
has a high standard of finish. I’d happily jump on the 
Cruiser for a weekend at the coast or my commute to 
work - now, where’s my leather waistcoat?!

KTM RC39 


For those with an A2 licence looking for a small capacity sportsbike - 
you may want to book yourselfin for a test ride with your local KTM dealer. . . 



W hen riders think of 

sportsbikes, they think 
about uncomfortable 
200bhp machines that 
are more at home on a race track 
than the road - and that you have to 
wear one-piece leathers to ride one 
- well, you don’t, not with this one 
anyway. KTM’s new RC390 has got 
all the fun of a sportsbike - as well 
as the sexy styling - but has a 
friendly engine and importantly, you 
don’t have to have the throttle wide 
open to have fun. 


ENGINE 


The RC uses the same engine has 
the 390 Duke - a four-stroke, 
water-cooled 373.2cc single- 
cylinder - which produces 44bhp, 
helpfully making it A2 compliant. 
There’s plenty of grunt when you 
want it and you’re never left 
lacking when you roll on, even 
when overtaking. 

Often, singles can suffer from 
vibes at higher revs but the engine 
balancer shaft helps the ride 
stay smooth. 


Just like other smaller-capacity 
KTMs, the RC is made in India by 
Bajaj - which keeps the price 
competitive at &4998 - in 
comparison with its closest rivals 
anyway, such as the Kawasaki Ninja 
300 priced at &5199 with ABS and 
Yamaha YZF-3 at S4799. 


CHASSIS 


Of course, it has the KTM tradition 
of tubular steel frame, which is 
painted orange so you can’t miss it. 
As on the RC125, KTM has tried to 
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RIDE 


keep the ‘race’ look and as a result 
there are clever styling touches such 
as integrated blinkers on the rear- 
view mirrors and a thin back end 
with the brake light tucked neatly 
away underneath. 

That not where the styling touches 
stop - to further emphasise this ‘race’ 
bike feel, the dual-seat has artfully 
been disguised as a solo seat. To the 
touch, it’s soft and squishy - making 
a great place for your pillion’s 
derriere - trust me, I got someone to 
take me pillion on it to try it out. 

In comparison with the Duke, it 
has a steeper steering geometry for 
agile handling associated with 
sportier machines. The telescopic 
USD forks on the front and the 
single rear shock do a great job of 
taking care of the suspension and 
there are disc brakes on the 
front and rear for strong 
stopping power. 

On paper, it looks 
like the seat 
height is 
relatively high - 
820mm - 
especially when 
you’re 5ft Gin 
like me, but 
because of the 
narrow design, it’s 
still easy to get 
your feet down. 


It’s got a 10-litre fuel tank and I 
got a whopping average of 63mpg 
after riding in a variety of conditions 
and on different surfaces. 


I’ve done thousands of miles on the 
KTM 390 Duke and despite having 
the same engine at the heart of the 
machine, the RC feels so different, it 
urges you to play more. The sporty 
riding position might not be for 
everyone but I love it - yes, it puts 
more weight on your wrists because 
of the lower handlebars, and 
because of the footrests being set 
back means you’re leaning forwards, 
but it is great fun and you have a real 
feeling of control over the machine 
and feel for the front end. 

The well-stocked dash allows 
you to make the most of 
the engine - muted 
and controlled 
with lower end 
power, but 
get it up to 
4-5000rpm 
and that’s 
when you 
really start 
to play. It’s a 
friendly bike 
but lively 
when you want 
it to be, making it 


a nice option for more experienced 
riders as well as those starting 
their two-wheeled career. You 
can easily sit at the national speed 
limit and hold your own on 
motorways with more to offer if 
you want to use it. 

The mirrors are stylish and sleek 
but are a little bit too narrow for my 
liking. I wouldn’t say I had broad 
shoulders but I have to move my 
elbows to get a proper view of the 
road behind which is a shame. 
There’s plenty of room on the seat 
and depending on the length of your 
legs and arms you can shuffle 
backwards or forwards to find the 
best position for you. 

Admittedly, I did find the seat a 
little bit hard but there is an ‘Ergo’ 
seat available as an optional extra 
which makes the seat 20mm higher 
and provides some extra padding - 
it’s priced at &1 16.36 and is easy to 
fit yourself. 

The dash is well stocked and has 
more than enough info on there to 
keep you well informed - average 
fuel consumption, time, fuel gauge, 
engine temperature, rev counter, 
speed and, importantly, how many 
miles you have left in the tank - 1 
say importantly, because you won’t 
want to stop...

The sporty brother 
of the much-loved 
390 Duke - and boy, 
does it have 
attitude... 
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If you're looking fora decent little 125cc commuter, or some fun transport 
to get you from A-to-B you could do a lot worse than the KSR Moto GRS 
125. In fact, dealers have been selling them like hot cakes. 


so if you want one for the summer you'd better get down to 
your local dealer and put a deposit down - or of course, 
win one in ourfree-to-enter competition . . . 
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T here’s no mistaking where this new 
125 from the KSR Moto stable 
originated. It’s got the look, attitude 
and finish of a typically European- 
conceived machine. Unsurprisingly KSR is 
based in Austria and Kiska Design - the 
same company that designs for a very well- 
known Austrian bike manufacturer - 
designed the GRS. . . 


STYLING 


It’s no great shock then that the GRS bears 
more than a passing resemblance to a KTM 
Duke 125. It’s got the brightly painted steel 
trellis frame, upside-down forks and beefy 
rear mono shock. The bodywork itself is 
quite angular and the overall look is clean 
and tidy but it’s still different enough not to 
be a total doppelganger. 

Okay this particular bike may not be 
orange, but it is a colour option if you’d 
prefer that to the grey one we tested (or 
white, which is the third colour choice). It 
also costs significantly less than an already 
well-priced KTM. 


EQUIPMENT 


Visually the KSR Moto is very easy on the 
eye. The four-stroke 125 has a manual choke, 
but starts easily enough on the button and 
despite being straight out of the crate with 
zero miles on the clock it tickednover nicely. 
The riding position was comfortable and 
neutral, with no strain on the wrists, thanks 
to the upswept wide handlebars. 

Wide bars always make a bike feel easy to 
control and this one was no exception. 
Looking down at the instruments there’s a 


great-looking digital display with a large 
speedo, fuel gauge, trip, time and gear 
position indicator. They’re all nicely laid out 
and easy to read, the large analogue tacho 
looks the part as well. 


ENGINE 


With the air-cooled engine purring away 
nicely beneath me, I snicked the bike easily 
into first, let the clutch out and pulled away 
towards the city centre. The gearbox felt 
light and easy to use, no clunkiness or false 
neutrals, just an easy to use five-speed box - 
just as it should be. 

This bike is likely to be ridden by a novice 
as his or her first 125 and it really is a great 
bike just to jump on and feel at home with - 
it’s very simple to ride. One nice addition for 
those novices is a handy gear position 
indicator, always useful on any geared bike 
but many are missing this simple function. 
Not having to guess what gear you’re in is 
one less thing to worry about during those 
worrying first few months on the road. 

The new engine was surprisingly nippy 
from the off; it’s lively enough to allow you 
to cope with faster flowing traffic; there’s 
also no need to worry about beating other 
vehicles away from a standing start, it’s no 
slouch. This engine is also fitted to a few of 
the other KSR machines and has so far 
proved to be reliable and quite fuel-efficient. 

The importer (Moore Large) has put 
around 14,000km on its demo KSR Worx 125. 
During the road test the GRS behaved 
impeccably; despite still needing to be run-in 
the bike would get up to 60mph quite easily 
on the GPS, so expect to see a bit more once 


loosened up. Some bikes don’t like cold, 
damp weather but it didn’t affect this bike 
one iota, the bike ticked over perfectly and 
never missed a beat, or stalled at a standstill. 


ON THE ROAD 


With upside-down forks, a beefy mono shock 
and discs at both ends the GRS should be 
fairly competent on the road and I certainly 
wasn’t disappointed. The suspension handled 
the post winter potholes admirably; no harsh 
or uncomfortable bumps and it didn’t feel 
soggy in the slightest. 

I was a little concerned about the brand of 
tyres fitted as standard, but the Magsports 
(no I’ve not heard of them either) didn’t 
cause any worries, despite much of the test 
being done in the wet and the tester riding 
quite hard. Those wide bars, nifty 
instruments, lively engine and willing nature 
translate into a great fun, good looking, no 
frills novice friendly bike. 


VALUE 


Let’s just mention one major point at this 
stage; this bike costs just S1999 on the road. 
Now that’s quite a lot of bike for the money. 
Less than S2000 is the kind of cash a lot of 
people would pay for a half-decent mountain 
bike these days, never mind a capable, good- 
looking and reputable 125cc motorcycle. It 
offers great value for money and comes with 
a two-year warranty for added piece of 
mind. Why buy a used 125 (or some dodgy 
new bike off the internet) when you can get 
a brand-new one bike as good as this for less 
than S2000?

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You've bagged your CBT, passed your theory test and completed your module one practical -j 
test. Now there's just one thing standing in your way - module two. We've talked to the 
training experts to find out how you can pass your module two test first time . . .

T he practical test for your 

motorcycle licence is split into two 
sections - the off-road element 
(module one) and the on-road 
element (module two). The testing system 
changed in 2009 to the split-test format with 
the idea behind it being that riders could deal 
with manoeuvres such as emergency stops 
and U-tums before performing them on road. 

You can book both modules at the same 
time, but you have to pass module one 
before you can take module two. Booking 
the test can be done through your instructor 
or online at www.gov.uk/book-driving-test - 
you will need your driving licence number 
and a credit or debit card. The test costs &75 
for a weekday slot or S88.50 for a weekday 
evening, weekend or bank holiday. These 
slots aren’t always available though so it’s 
best to check with your local test centre. 

In the event of failing your module one 
then you must wait three full working days 
before you can retake it. You must also give 
three full working days’ notice to cancel 
your module two test - otherwise you will 
lose your test fee. 

This is worth bearing in mind so that you 
don’t book your two tests too closely 
together. If you don’t pass module two, you 
have to wait 10 full working days before you 
can take it again. 


WHAT DO I NEED? 


Just like for your module one test, your test 
may be cancelled and you could lose your 
fee if you don’t bring the correct documents. 
You’ll need to take your theory test pass 
certificate, both parts of your driving licence 
- the photocard and the paper counterpart - 
and your Compulsory Basic Training (CBT) 
certificate. You’ll also need to take your 
module one test pass certificate. 


As well as the correct paperwork, you will 
need a suitable scooter or bike - the size and 
power of bike or scooter you use will 
depend on the licence you’re going for. If it’s 
an AM licence, then a moped is all you’ll 
need. However, often most riders taking 
their module one and module two tests will 
be wanting to ride larger machines. 

For an A1 licence, the machine used 
must be between 120-125cc and produce 
no more than llkW - it must be capable of 
at least 55mph. 

For an A2, the motorcycle must be at least 
395cc, produce between 20kW and 35kW 
engine power and have a power-to- weight 
ratio no more than 0.2kW/kg. If a bike has 
been restricted to meet these regulations. 


the normal unrestricted power can’t be more 
than double its new restricted power. 

A proof of restriction will also need to be 
shown to your examiner - it needs to be on 
headed notepaper from a main dealer, 
official importer or recognised specialist 
and must show the motorcycle’s 
registration number. 

Those riders going for their full A 
unrestricted motorcycle licence need to 
complete their test on a motorcycle with at 
least 40kW and 595cc or more. 

The easiest solution? If you’ve been 
training with your instructor then use the 
bike you’ve been doing your training on for 
the test. Often hire of the bike for the test is 
included in your training costs. 
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WHAT SHOULD I WEAR? 


You’ll have protective riding gear that you’ve 
been wearing throughout your training; 
however, it’s worth double checking that you 
have all the required items before your test 
as you don’t want your test to be cancelled 
and lose your fee. 

You should have a motorcycle helmet that 
meets British safety standards, motorcycle 
boots or other sturdy footwear that provides 
support and ankle protection, textile or 
leather trousers - or heavy denim - and 
jacket and a pair of motorcycle gloves. 


THE TEST 


Module two takes around 40 minutes. Let’s 
take a look at the four elements in a bit more 
detail: 

► The eyesight test - you’ll have to 
correctly read a number plate on a parked 
vehicle from at least 20m away - 20.5m 
away if it has an old-style number plate. If 
you fail at this point then the test won’t 
continue so it’s worth having a practice. 

► Vehicle safety questions - you’ll be 
asked some safety questions by your 
examiner. You’ll know all about ‘show me, 
tell me’ questions from your training and 
CBT and will have practised them with 
your instructor. There are example 
questions online on gov.uk so check out 
the list and make sure you can answer 
them - there are the answers online too. If 
you are unsure about anything then ask 
your instructor to go through them again. 

► Road riding - you’ll experience a variety 
of road and traffic conditions as the 
examiner will want to see that you can 
deal with different road surfaces, traffic 
levels and types of hazards and junctions. 
The examiner will give you directions 
using a radio - you may have experienced 
this during your training. 

► Independent riding - you’ll have around 
10 minutes of ‘independent riding’. This is 
where the examiner wants to see that you 



can make your own decisions and ride 
safely. You’ll either be asked to follow 
road signs, a series of directions or a 
combination of both. It’s not a test of your 
orientation and navigation skills - it’s 
more important that you ride safely and 
make your own decisions. If you’re unsure 
of the route then pull up in a safe place 
and ask for a reminder. 


AT THE END OF THE TEST 


You’ll be told if you have passed or failed 
and you’ll receive feedback about the ride. 
As with module one, there are different 
types of faults: 

► Dangerous fault - involves actual danger 
to you, the examiner or anyone else 

► Serious fault - potentially dangerous 

► Rider fault - not potentially dangerous, 
but could be classed as serious if it’s 
made repeatedly 

In module two you are allowed up to 10 
rider faults, but if you make one serious or 
dangerous fault then you’ll fail. 

If you pass then your examiner will tell 
you how to get your new entitlements on to 
your licence or change your provisional 
licence into a full one. 


^SHOW ME, TELL ME'QUESTIONSl 


There's a list of questions you could be 
asked on the gov.uk website, but here are 
a few examples... 

► Identify where you would check the 
engine oil level and tell me how you 
would check that the engine has 
sufficient oil 

► Tell me how you would check that the 
lights and reflectors are clean and 
working 

► Tell me how you would check the 
condition of the chain on this machine. 

► Show me what checks you would make 
on the steering movement before using 
the machine 



BEAT THE COMMON FAILS ON YOUR MODULE TWO 



PULLING AWAY 

You'll be asked to pull over and pull away again 
several times during the test. Remember that 
you are in control so only pull away when you 
are happy that is safe to do so. Many nervous 
candidates hear the examiner ask them to pull 
away and set off without looking properly - 
which is dangerous and a fail. Likewise, pulling 
over. When the examiner asks you to do this, 
look ahead for a safe place to do it. Stopping 
on double yellow lines is a fail. 

SPEED 

Breaking a speed limit is an immediate fail 
unless you are overtaking a vehicle which 
speeds up as you are alongside. But plenty of 
riders fail for riding too slowly, especially on a 
dual carriageway. 


You should always know what the speed 
limit is and ideally be riding a few mph 
below it, but the key phrase is 'appropriate 
speed'. If the traffic is moving very slowly, 
then you must too. But if all the other traffic 
is breaking the speed limit, you have to stick 
to the limit. 

FILTERING 

Filtering past stationary traffic is okay and 
failure to do so may result in a fail if the 
examiner is sure that there's a big enough 
gap. What they don't like is when you filter 
right to the front of a queue, which creates 
what the law calls 'a third lane'. 

The correct thing to do is filter until you 
are a couple of cars from the front of the 
queue and then, slow down, indicate left. 


make eye contact with the driver you are 
about to pull in front of and pull in. 

ROUNDABOUTS 

The approach is crucial. If there's a vehicle in 
front of you, watch that, not the traffic on 
the roundabout. There might be a gap that 
you're happy to go for but if the driver in 
front doesn't go, he'll be wearing your 
motorcycle as a boot mascot. 

Always keep the bike in gear with 
the clutch in. Stay in the middle of your 
lane as you go round the roundabout. 
Control it. Always stay in the left-hand 
lane on a three-lane roundabout if you're 
going straight on. This prevents someone 
in the left lane who is actually turning right 
cutting across you. 
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Andrew Rayfield runs Compass Motorcycle 
Training in Chesterfield. Here's his top tips for 
passing your module two first time. . . 


ENJOYYOURSELF 

If you're paying for it then you might as well 
enjoy yourself. It helps to try to forget the 
examiner and simply treat it like another ride 
out with your instructor. 

HAVE TEFLON SHOULDERS 

If you make a mistake, try to Just forget it and 
move on. Part of the marking structure allows 
the examiner to use discretion when they see a 
fault. If they see a borderline serious fault, but 
the student deals with it well and doesn't do it 
again, then it's highly likely you will get away 
with it - if you go to pieces and let it affect you 
then you won't. 

DO YOUR HOMEWORK 

There's plenty of resources out there to make 
sure you're prepared so use them. Make sure 


you're up to date with the Highway Code and 
check out the DSA official guide to riding. 

LOCAL KNOWLEDGE 
ISN'T IMPORTANT 

The examiner won't be expecting you to 
know the area. If the information isn't there, 
they will give it to you. Listen to what they 
are saying and read all the signs and road 
markings to make your decisions. Don't try 
learning test routes; Just ride the road you 
can see in front of you. 

EXAMINERSARE NICE PEOPLE 

Remember that they are actually nice; gone 
are the days that the examiner was a stern- 
faced robot who inspired nightmares. You've 
already met them once in your module one so 
try to keep calm. 





Richard Sinclair joined the guys at the BMW 
Rider Training centre - www.worldofbmw.com 
for his training; here he tells us what it was 
like to complete his module two test. . . 


"My head was filled with a million things - 
like, if I get through today, I could ride any 
motorcycle I wanted, whenever I wanted, 
wherever I wanted and with whoever I wanted 
on the back! No pressure then. It was time to 
get all of this out of my mind and focus. . . 

I'd had a little break since my module one 
test, so I was happy to ride the 40 minutes to 
the cafe near the test centre for a little bit of 
practice. 

First of all it was time to read the number 
plate from distance and then I was asked a 
couple of questions about the bike. "Which 
adjustments could you make if you're carrying 
a pillion passenger?" Suspension, headlights, 
mirrors and tyre pressures. . . the second was 
"show me how you would operate the horn". 
Simple enough. 

Now on with the riding part. They say it's 
38-40 minutes long, but it flies by. The 
instructor commands four pull-overs and pull- 


aways, which could include an uphill start, and 
my first wasn't the best, but as the nerves 
settled I soon got in my stride. We covered all 
types of road and I dealt with lots of different 
road situations. 

Pulling back into the test centre, my mind 
wandered to the mistakes I'd made - an issue 
with use of indicators and stalling the bike on 
the first pull-over - 1 wasn't sure what to think. 
"Pull into one of the bays and make your way 
into the building." 

Helmet off, we made eye contact. 
"Congratulations, you've passedl"What a 
feeling. All this training, practice and nerves 
and I'd done it. 

My biggest piece of advice for those looking 
to pass their module two is to make sure you 
relax - use the test as a chance to show the 
examiner everything you've learned during 
your training - if you make a mistake. Just 
brush it off and get over it."

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Howto ride in high winds 



r/l(j caught up with Institute of 
Advanced Motorists'chief 
examiner, Peter Rodger, who 
gave us his top tips for riding in 
high winds. . .

A s if rain, sleet and snow weren’t 

enough to deal with, often they are 
coupled with high winds... which 
can make for even more of a 
challenging ride. 

Whether it’s raining or not, high winds can 
sap your concentration and make you feel 
unsteady on two wheels. We asked the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists’ chief 
examiner, Peter Rodger, for his advice on 
riding in horrible conditions. . . 


WRAP UP WARM 


Make sure you don’t underestimate the 
effects of wind chill. It might look and feel 
warm outside but once you’re going, wind 
chill can make for a cold ride. 


REMOVE UNNECESSARY LUGGAGE 


If you have luggage attached, but aren’t 
using it, then it would be wise to leave it in 
the garage. Removing side mass will make 
your bike easier to ride in high winds as 
there’s less surface area that can be affected. 


RELAX 


Naturally, your bike will move around in 
high winds - the severity will depend on the 
type of machine you are riding, the strength 


of wind that you’re riding in, and the degree 
you’re being sheltered by trees or buildings. 
The trick is to try to stay as relaxed as 
possible - use the throttle and counter steer 
to balance out the effects. 


ANTICIPATE 


Think ahead as to where you think gusts of 
wind will be worse; for example, gaps in 
buildings, gateways and bridges. Predicting 
where it will be allows you to better prepare 
for it. Keep an eye out for where you will 
suddenly go from a windy section of the 
road to a sheltered one. Sudden loss of a 
strong side wind can be just as unbalancing, 
so be prepared. 


LOOK AROUND 


You should keep an eye on how trees, 
bushes and other vehicles on the road are 
moving to gain a better understanding of 
how gusty strong winds really are. Keep 
your eyes peeled for anything flying about 
on the roads. If it is windy make sure you 
give anything laying on the ground a wide 
berth to try to help you avoid it flying up in 
front of you. 


SLOW DOWN -OR SPEED UP 


When you are buffeting and moving around 
take some speed off to aid stability and 
safety. Although some riders find that 
slowing down helps, other riders prefer to 
keep their machine under slight acceleration 
- be prepared to try both to see which one 
suits you and the conditions best. 


LOWER YOUR BODY 


Depending on the machine, try minimising 
airflow by lowering your body towards 
the tank. If a screen is fitted and is 
adjustable then consider lowering it to 
reduce the sail effect. 


LEAVE PLENTY OF ROOM 


Sometimes you can get shelter from wind 
when you are being masked behind a larger 
vehicle. However, make sure this does not 
make you vulnerable to another vehicle 
being blown towards you. Ensure that you 
give other road users more room when 
passing them - especially those vulnerable to 
side winds, such as cyclists and other 
motorcyclists, large flat-sided vans and buses.

What kind of bike do you want? What will you 
be using it for? Does it match your lifestyle - 
what's your budget? Once you know what 
you're looking for, then narrow your search 
and look at alternatives. Spotted one you like? Have a 
look at some more and do some research. 

Make sure you know the current market value of a 
machine, what kinds of things tend to go wrong with 
them, how much dealers are selling them for, how much 
they're being sold for privately and how much they are 
brand new. 


BUY FROM THE BEST PLACE FOR YOU 


There are pros and cons for buying privately, from a dealer, from an online 
^ auction... or a 'regular' auction. It's entirely up to you and your circumstances. 

Some people prefer to purchase from a dealer as you may get extra 
things thrown in such as a warranty, and there is a physical place to go 
back to if anything is wrong with the machine. 

Online auctions are popular - sometimes you can get a great bargain and there's 
chance to see machines from all over the country. We'd recommend that you go to see 
the bike or scooter in the 'metal' before the auction ends, as unfortunately some sellers 
only choose the flattering shots of the well-polished parts. 

Buying privately can work out cheaper than going to a dealer but unfortunately you 
have less legal protection if things go wrong. Unlike a dealer, a private seller doesn't need 
to make checks on the bike by law. 



Auctions can be great fun. Get it right and | 
you can bag yourself a good deal. However, 
don't forget there are often fees on top of[ 
the price when the hammer goes down. J 
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ASK LOTS OF QUESTIONS

We'd suggest calling up the seller or 
dealer before you go and view the bike 
and asking some initial questions. 

► What's the service history? Who did 
the work - a garage or a mate down the road?

We'd 
recommend that you always go and 
see a bike before you part money for 
it. Whether you're bidding for it on an 
online auction or buying from a 
dealer down the road, go and check 
over the bike or scooter yourself so 
that there are no nasty surprises. 

It's always good to get the opinion 
of a trusted friend - even better if 
they are mechanically minded. Not 
only does a second opinion come in 
handy, it can also give you a bit of 
support when negotiating. 
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HAVE A GOOD CHECK OVER THE 
MACHINE -AND START IT UP

People al\AAays tell you to have a good look around 
the bike before you buy it but what do they mean? 
And what exactly should you be looking for? Here's 
a handy tick-list to take with you. . . 


□ Are all the panels there and in good condition? Are all the 
screws and fasteners present, do the panels fit properly? 

□ How are the tyres? Are they the correct sizes with plenty 
of tread and not squared-off. This is where the centre of 

the tyre wears flat through prolonged straight line use. It can 
still be legal, but there's a ridge that you feel as you lean the 
bike over. 

□ Are the chain and sprockets properly adjusted with plenty of 
life left - i.e. the chain isn't coming away from the sprocket 
when you pull - or is it sagging and rusty? 

□ Does the suspension still have its damping? Push the back 
end of the bike down quickly - does it spring back up like a 
pogo stick or rise up smoothly - like it should? 

□ What do the brakes look like? Do the pads still have plenty of 
material on them? 

□ Instruments. Do the numbers line up on the odometer? If not 
the mileage could have been adjusted. How many different 
keys are there? There should be one that does all the locks. If 
not, chances are it has been stolen or badly damaged at some 
point. Do the locks look butchered? 

□ Exhaust. Is the downpipe out of the engine in good nick? Are 
the bolts rusty and seized? Original or aftermarket end can? If 
aftermarket is it legal to pass an MoT? Is the original 
available? 

□ Wiring. Under the seat, behind the panels, behind the 
headlamp. How much is bodged and taped together, where 
does that aftermarket alarm fit in? 

□ Check the oil level while cold. 


NOW START IT UP... 

□ Does it start easily from cold? 

□ Let the owner warm it up - does he thrash the motor when 
still cold? 

□ Is the exhaust blowing at the engine manifold? - you'll see 
the smoke better when it is cold. 

□ Does that rumbling go away when you pull the clutch in? If 
so, it's nothing to worry about. 

□ Is it idling at the right speed? 

THETEST RIDE... 

Remember that you must have passed your CBT and have 
motorcycle insurance to be legal to ride it on the road. Chances 
are that you won't have insurance because you don't yet have a 
bike. A dealer might let you test ride it on his trade insurance, 
but if it is a private sale you'll either need to go pillion (check 
that the seller has a full licence), get a mate with a full licence to 
test it, or take your test ride off the road in a car park or similar. 

□ Does it go into gear easily and does the clutch 
release smoothly? 

□ Does the engine make power smoothly? Is there any 
hesitation when you open the throttle? 

□ How slick is the gearchange? 

□ Does it idle smoothly as soon as you stop? 

□ Does it accelerate cleanly away from a stop and through 
the gears? 

□ How does the steering feel - smooth or notchy? 

□ Are there any clunks from the front when you brake? This 
could indicate worn head bearings. Or a pulsing through the 
lever, which could mean a warped brake disc? 

□ Is it overheating; do all the instruments and lights work? 

□ What happens when you release your grip on the bars? Bar 
wobbles indicate knackered head bearings, steering to the 
left/right is a bent frame. 

□ How does the engine sound now it's warm? 



6 MAKE SURE THE PAPERWORK IS CORRECT 

There's no point going any further unless the paperwork is in order 
and everything is correct. 

► Does the seller's address match the logbook? 

► Do the engine and frame numbers match the logbook? The 
frame number is found at the front of the frame just below the 
handlebars. On most bikes the engine number is towards the back of the engine. 
► Does the colour and model name match the logbook? 

► Does the service history make sense - and does the paperwork match the story? 
► Is it MoT'd? Why not. Is it not roadworthy? An MoT should be part of the deal. 

When the deal is done, ensure that the correct sections are filled in on the 
registration document - sometimes called the V5 - and that you take away the 
section that allows you to have a reference number and number to call if the new 
registration document doesn't arrive. 

The Government has made changes to the way vehicles are taxed, you now have 
to tax the vehicle before you ride it away - this can be done online or over the 
phone 24 hours 7 days a week. 

If you're planning on riding it back, then you'll need to sort out insurance cover too. 



CHANGES TO THE 
LAW ON TAX... 


From October 1 , 201 4, the 
paper tax disc was no longer 
required to be displayed on 
your motorcycle as the 
Government made changes to 
the way vehicles are taxed. 

As well as changes being made to how the tax can be paid, the major 
change is that now the tax can no longer be transferred with the vehicle if 
you sell it - often it is used as an added incentive when purchasing. 
Therefore, when buying a motorcycle or scooter, you will need to buy tax to 
keep it on the road. 

The number to call is 0300 1 23 4321 - it is charged at a local rate on 
landlines and mobiles. It also counts as part of any inclusive mobile tariff. 
It's an automated system and takes a couple of minutes.

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GUARD YOURSELF AGAINST ^DODGY' BUYS 

If a price looks too good to be true, then it could well be. A stolen 
or clocked machine could be sold as a bargain to ensure it sells 
quickly and cheat you out of your hard-earned cash. If a machine 
turns out to be stolen, cloned or on outstanding finance, then you 
could lose it and the money you paid for it when it's returned to its rightful 
owner. Get a HPI check to make sure everything is 'legit'. 



WHAT ISA HPI CHECK? 


A Hire Purchase Inspection (HPI) check will look into the history of a 
pre-owned vehicle and can be used to check whether the scooter or 
motorcycle is currently recorded as stolen, has been written off by an 
insurance company, is still on finance or has a mileage discrepancy. 
Information can be taken from different sources including: the Police, 
DVLA, insurance companies, finance houses, industry bodies and garages. 


SET A BUDGET - 
ANDSTICKTOIT! 

You've been researching every evening for 
the last two weeks, you've found the bike 
you love, but it's more than you'd prepared 
It to pay. You may find yourself saying 'oh it's only an extra 
£200'. Think carefully about this. Decide your absolute 
maximum and stick to it and remember to leave yourself 
I enough money to kit yourself out with a helmet, jacket and 
i gloves too. While you're researching the kind of machine 
you're after, it's worth checking out how much the insurance 
would be too and factoring this into your budget. . .

W DON'T BE PUT OFF OR 
PRESSURED 

Don't feel pressured into buying the 
first bike you see - or the second, or 
the third for that matter. You should 
never feel pressured to put down a 
deposit or buy a bike that you're not 1 00% certain about 
and you're more than entitled to have thinking time. 

You may have heard stories about people buying second- 
hand machines and it all going wrong, but in reality the 
market is booming and for every bad story, there are lots of 
good ones. 

Admittedly, there has to be a certain amount of trust and 
yes, as with most 'used' items it is expected that there will 
be a degree or wear and tear on the machine. But, do your 
research, check the bike over properly and you're more 
likely to get a good deal and ride away happy. 


HOWTO BARTER... 


HPI, the provider ofwww.hpicheck.com is offering a helping hand so 
that used buyers can negotiate a good deal. HPI's simple guide to 
bartering a bargain offers tips on what to say when negotiating the 
price on a used motorbike, when buying privately or through a dealer. 
www.hpicheck.com Senior Consumer Services Manager, Shane Teskey, 
explains, "All too often used buyers find the machine they want and 
have to pay the full sticker price because they are let down by their 
poor negotiating skills. The way you ask certain questions can make a 
real difference when clinching a good deal. "The trick to a good 
negotiation is to make sure the vendor or salesperson knows you're a 
serious buyer without appearing desperate." 


Make your offer based on the faults you've found. If they won't haggle 
then leave your number and go. There's another bike or scooter with 
your name on it - you just need to find it. 


BE PREPARED TO HAGGLE 


9 Some of us are good at bartering - others get 

embarrassed at the prospect of asking for 
money off. But when purchasing a bike or a scooter it 
is almost expected that the buyer will try to get a 
better deal - and so you should. Whether it's asking for extra 
things to be thrown in, such as some chain lube or asking for £500 
off, if you don't ask - you don't get. . .

^ Find out how to look after your motorcycle helmet 
with these top tips from a pro...

Y 'our helmet has a very important 

job - it’s there to protect your noggin 
should you unintentionally part 
company with your bike or scooter; 
and it protects you from the elements so you 
can concentrate on enjoying the ride. 

We hope that you never need to test out the 
protective qualities of your lid, but if you do - 
we want to make sure it works as it should, 
which is why it’s important to make sure it’s 
performing at its best. 

As you may know, there’s a general ‘rule of 
thumb’ about when it’s time to get a new 
helmet - it’s suggested that you should 
replace them every five years. This is down to 
a number of factors including normal wear 
and tear, hair oils, sweat (which can affect 
the lining) and exposure to chemicals such as 
fuels (which can degrade its performance) - 
plus, helmet safety development (advances in 
materials, designs and standards) is always 
improving. Plus, if you drop it on the floor 
or it gets banged, then you may need a new 
one sooner. 

There are no ‘laws’ on when you need to 
buy a new helmet and these are just 
guidelines. However, by looking after your lid 
then you can prolong its life and you will 
ensure it stays on tip-top form - consequently 
keeping you protected. 



Introducing our expert. . . 


As well as spending his days visiting 
motorcycle dealers throughout the country 
to provide staff training, he also attends 
every round of the British Superbikes to 
look after sponsored and supported riders 
as well as the World Superbikes and MotoGP 
when they come to the UK - he's a seriously 
busy guy. 

"Last year at the final BSB round, there 
were 65 riders using SHARK - some of whom 
were sponsored and others who had chosen 
to buy SHARK helmets for the season.

1 CLEAN IT 

It's really important 
to clean your helmet 
first so that you can 
see everything 
clearly. You'll find 
that if you give it a wipe over after 
every ride then you'll find it easier 
to keep on top of it. Take the 
opportunity to check that your 
visor mechanism is working and 
all your buttons for vents are 
functioning. If it's a flip front, does 
it still flip up easily? Take the visor 
off at this point and clean that too. 

We'd recommend using hand 
soap and water or an approved 
helmet cleaner and soft cloth - 
there are special products out 
there such as the Shift-lt Grime 
Buster, which may look like a 
scourer but it's not, it's designed for 


plastics and paintwork and doesn't 
scratch - never use a household 
scourer on your helmet! 

You can really get into 
cleaning your lid - use cotton 
buds to get into the vents and 
clear them out. Often little bugs 
can get inside and work their 
way through the vent and into 
the lining of the helmet and rot 
there - lovely thought isn't it?! If 
they don't get through then they 
just sit in the vent and block the 
air circulation meaning that the 
ventilation system won't work 
as it should. 

I use a small screwdriver 
wrapped in a cloth that I run 
round the front section to get into 
the little gaps and around the 
visor-fitting mechanism. 




2 CHECKTHE OUTSIDE I 

Now that it's clean you can 
check the outside shell for ^ 

any damage or scratches. K 

Sometimes, damage to the r 
outside can show if it's had a knock and i 

could indicate that there is damage to the | 
inside lining - however, bear in mind J 
sometimes there are no marks or scuffs on 
the outside. 

If you throw your helmet into the 
corner of the garage or leave it on a shelf 
in the utility room, it may get knocked 
without you knowing - so prevent this by 
keeping it in a safe place. \ 


REMOVE YOUR LINERS 

If your helmet has removable 
liners then take them out. 
Essentially, a helmet wears 
from the inside out. Put it this 
way, imagine using the same pillowcase for 
three years - the helmet starts to 
deteriorate because of the acids and the 
sweat from your head. 

By taking out the liners and washing them 
you're getting rid of the bacteria and making 
them last longer by cleaning them - not to 
mention making the helmet fresher and 
cleaner - making it much more appealing to 
put your head in. 


Depending on how old or dirty your 
helmet liners are, you can get new ones - 
but on a number of helmets you can wash 
them to freshen them up. You can either 
stick the liners in a small washing net and 
put them in the washer on a delicate wash, 
or you can wash them by hand with a mild 
soap (baby shampoo). 

Work in the soap into the foam and be 
sure to rinse it properly. It's all about the 
rinsing - getting all that dirt and bacteria 
out of the sponge. Don't rinse it properly 
and you could end up with a helmet that 
smells like stale milk... 





INSPECT THE INSIDE 


to see the polystyrene on the inside of the helmet so 
you can check it for any damage or discolouration that 
could indicate a weakness in protection. 

Give the inside of the shell a wipe round with a baby wipe to clean 
it out - and remember those little flies that have worked their way in 
through the vents? You'll be able to see if there are any and get rid of 
them now. 



PUTYOUR LINERS BACK IN 


5 Once your liners are dry then you can put them back in 

and start to reassemble your lid. We have video links on 
the SHARK website for all of our helmets as sometimes 
people can find getting the liners back in a challenge - 
but it's all down to practice and knowing the technique.

YOUR VISOR 


6 : 

Now's the time to 
inspect your visor for 
scratches and stone 
chips that could affect your vision. 
Regulation means visors must have 
a certain percentage of scratch 
resistance, but this doesn't protect 
them completely and scratches can't 
be polished out from the plastic like 
they can on something like a car 
door. Scratches are distracting for 
riders as they can spread the light - 
especially at night or in bad weather 
- which can obscure your view. 

If the visor is fine then pop it back 
on - if not, you might want to order 
a replacement. Also, if you have a 
Pinlock fitted or need to put an anti- 
fog treatment on it, then do it 
before putting it back on. Anti-fog 
visors or inserts must be clean to 
work effectively. 




DON’T 


the polystyrene on the inside of the helmet 
through the liner 

► Allow your lid to get too hot. 60oC is the 
maximum temperature polystyrene can 
reach before it starts being affected. Some 
people damage helmets by trying to get 
action camera mounts off - as the technique 
is to use a hairdryer on low heat/warm - but 
just be aware of localised temperature. It's 
worth bearing in mind too if your helmet is 
kept near a radiator or spotlights 

^ Assume it will be okay. There's nothing 
worse than dropping a new lid on the floor. 
Often riders go into denial and say 'oh it will 
be okay', but what they don't realise is the 
damage that's been done inside. SHARK 
runs an inspection service, while the 
damage might not be evident on the 
outside, the inside can be checked too. It's 
better to be safe than sorry 


DO'S&DON'TS 


We asked Mark for his top 1 0 do's and don'ts 
for everyday helmet care - there are a few 
things you may be shocked about... 


► Keep on top of cleaning - it makes it easier 
in the long run 

^ Leave the visor open when not in use, this 
allows the interior to vent and the visor 
seal/rubber to relax to ensure good fit. 

Apply a spot of silicone occasionally to keep 
the seal/ rubber soft 

► Ensure you get a correct fit - a well-fitting 
helmet means that it will perform at its best. A 
badly fitting helmet has the ability to change 
a good ride-out to a bad one when you start 
getting a headache halfway through and 
have an attractive red mark on your forehead 
when you get off, or you're constantly 
repositioning it because it's too big 

► Carry it properly - which is by the chinstrap 
or in its bag - and not by the chinbar. You 
can damage the rubber and the acid and 
dirt from your hands can affect the rubber 
and the inside 


► Ask your dealer. Some dealerships can 
service helmets and carry a range of spare 
or additional parts - so pick up the phone if 
you need anything or have any questions 
Use a professional. You shouldn't ever paint 
your own helmet - unless you're a helmet 
painter. If you don't mask up all the vents 
and rubber correctly then the paint fumes 
can go into vents and disintegrate the 
inner polystyrene 


► Use a bike cleaner on your helmet - some of 
the chemicals in them can affect the plastic 
parts of the helmet such as the visor 
mechanisms and make them brittle. Always 
check what the cleaner should be used for - 
and if you're unsure, then don't use it 

► Put your helmet on the fuel tank of your bike 
- or anywhere near petrol for that matter. 
Petrol reacts with polystyrene melting and 
shrinking it; it doesn't have to make contact 
either as the fumes can be Just as bad 

► Keep your helmet on the wing mirror of your 
bike - the edge of the mirror can damage

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How riding 
jeans are made 


Many riders wear them as an alternative to leathers - but 
have you ever considered what goes into manufacturing 
\ a pairof riding jeans? Mau investigates. . . 



A lthough originally 
produced as a hard- 
wearing clothing items, 
denim jeans have 
become a popular fashion icon 
over time. So, eventually denim 
found its way into the 
manufacture of riding jeans. 

Of course, no safety-conscious 
person should consider riding their 
bike in just a pair of fashion jeans, 
and this is where owning a good pair 
of protective riding jeans comes into 
the equation. I took a trip to Norfolk 
to find out how they are made. 

Hood Jeans is somewhat of a 
rarity in the manufacturing world, 
as its products are made here in the 
UK. The company’s roots stretch 


way back to 1955 (meaning that this 
year. Hood is celebrating 60 years of 
manufacturing history). Most of its 
production is currently done at a 
factory in Leicester, but its 
headquarters are in Norfolk - which 
is where I met owners Chris and 
Julie Easterford to find out what 
processes go into producing a pair 
of riding jeans. It should be pointed 
out here that not all manufacturers 
use the same work methods. Hood 
uses a certain amount of hand- 
production in its production, 
whereas many other manufacturers’ 
processes are automated nowadays. 

Something else worth mentioning 
is that there’s a wide variety of para- 
aramid Kevlar-type protection 


products on the market with slightly 
varying working properties and 
different manufacturers often have 
their own fancy names for them. 

Hood currently uses a K-Tech 
para-aramid material, so for the 
purposes of this article I’m just 
sticking to referring to the 
material as ‘para-aramid’. The type 
of armour that can be fitted to 
riding jeans can also vary widely 
(the jeans being produced in the 
images pictured here use D30 
armour). As to stitching the 
materials together - I’m not even 
going to attempt to tell you about 
all the different variations 
involved (cross-stitch, lock stitch, 
plain stitch, etc, etc). 


HOW PROTECTIVE JEANS ARE PRODUCED 


(Processing order may vary from manufacturer to manufacturer) 



The process starts with a design pattern (normally consisting of two main leg panels, plus the pockets, waist 
band and other ancillaries). These are arranged on the outer denim to get the least waste possible out of the 
cutting. (Picture: Michael Barraclough). 



Sewing any para-aramid is hard work (so imagine 
how hard it is for the emergency services to cut it off 
in an accident - so don't have one). Paradoxically 
using a thicker lining normally means it costs less to 
produce (it tends to be more loosely wound); the 
trade-off is that the protection qualities can suffer. 


The stitching of the denim outer commences using a 
cord made from a mixture of thread and nylon, but to 
stitch-in the inner protective lining, a para-aramid 
thread is used. 



Here, the para-aramid inner protective lining is being 
cut to shape in several layers several layers at a time. 
The nature of the material, means that blades can be 
blunted very quickly. 



Positional red dots are then marked (hidden in this 
picture) so that a Velcro fastening for the armoured 
protection can be added. Some manufacturers use 
fixed position armour pockets, but the advantage of a 
Velcro fastening is that the armour can be moved to 
suit individual stature. 



The outer pockets straight off the cutter could be 
mistaken for a line of bunting. Here they are being 
hemmed and a pattern added. 
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A safety stitch is added, which heips to protect 
the seams. 


Rivets are inserted where needed. Every effort is made 
to avoid riveting through the tough para-aramid 
materiai ifpossibie.

Their business philosophy 
is quite simple; make the best 
product they can and sell it direct, 
thus cutting out the middle man. This 
enables them to market top-quality, 
British-made motorcycle jeans at 
competitive prices. Chris says: “Our 
customers have given us so much 
support and encouragement; it’s this 
backing that’s made us the company 
we are today.” 


1955-2015 


This year is a special year for Hood 
Jeans, as it is the 60th anniversary of 
the year that sowed the seeds for 
what the company has developed 


Who are Hood Jeans? 

Based in Attleborough, Norfolk, 

Hood Jeans is a small, family-run 
company originally set up by Chris 
and Julie Easterford in 1998 - but the 
company’s roots go back a lot further. 

During 1955, Chris’s mother and 
father (June and Tom) both started 
their working life at Lee Cooper. 

This is where they first met; they 
eventually got married before 
leaving the company to help set-up 
another well-known company. 
Palmer Jeans. Then, in the 1960s, 
Tom started his own business called 
the Motown Clothing Company, 
which was based in Essex (Motown 
is an abbreviated reference to the 
‘Motortown City’ of Detroit - a place 
where coincidentally, Motown music 
also originated). 

It was at this point that history 
repeated itself and Chris met his 
future wife Julie there before they 
eventually left to set up their own 
design and manufacturing company. 
Chris and Julie spent the next few 
years designing jeans for many of the 
major high street names; during this 
time they were asked by a motocross 
team to design their race kit. 

They were given fabrics such as 
Cordura, Ballistic nylon and Kevlar to 
use within the kit and gained much 
knowledge about their strengths. 
They continued working on the race 
kits for two years before combining 
those then new fabrics with their 
background knowledge in producing 
denim jeans; and so the seed for 
Hood Jeans was planted. Chris and 
Julie worked on those ideas over the 
next two years before launching the 
Hood Jeans brand in 1998. 

The Hood K7 jean was one of the 
first motorcycle jeans launched in 
the UK and has arguably become 
one of the best and most respected 
brands on the market. Since then 
the company has constantly 
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Hood Jeans is currently conducting an experiment with its 
partners to develop a new impact 'reactor' coating that can 
be applied to the para-aramid when it is stitched into a pair 
of jeans. It won't mean that fitting armour is a thing of the 
past but it will provide extra protection in the event of a fall 
or slide. In initial tests the revolutionary material works well. 
The process still needs a few tweaks, so it might be a while 
before the product hits the market - watch this space. . . 


DO'S&DONTS

Question: How do you raise Jeremy Clarkson's blood pressure? 

Answer: Whisper the words'trafhc calming'into his ears, then sit back and watch him rant, which might be 
entertaining, but won't tell us very much. 


L ove or hate them, road humps, pinch 
points and shared space are here to 
stay, and if you ride in town, they’re 
as much a fact of life as having to fill 
up with fuel every now and then. So why is 
traffic calming here, what form does it take, 
and how do we cope with it? 


miMii-iJim 


The one that everyone thinks of first, and a 
bit of a blunt instrument in slowing us 
down. They’re always marked by white 
arrows or lines and sometimes by coloured 
Tarmac, but these are often well worn, so 
keep your eyes open - the tell-tale scrape as 
a boy racer’s lowered Corsa grounds its

exhaust is another giveaway. Humps are 
also seen as ‘speed tables’ which are raised 
areas at some junctions. 

Pedestrian crossings are sometimes 
raised too, especially in 20mph zones. 
Incidentally, if the white lines or coloured 
Tarmac are badly worn, it’s worth 
contacting your local council and asking it 
to repaint. Point out that on a scooter or 
bike, hitting a hump that isn’t clearly 
marked is a health and safety issue... 

The best sort of humps for us are ‘speed 
cushions’ which have gaps either side 
(ostensibly to allow ambulances and fire 
engines to wazz along when they need to). 
The side benefit is that a two-wheeler can 
steer round them - hooray! 

The question is which side to go - the left 
side has you in the gutter, the right side in 
the middle of the road (if it’s clear, I prefer 
the latter). Watch out for particularly 
vicious humps on private roads - they don’t 
have to comply with the same standards the 
council ones do. 


PINCH POINTS: 


Road humps force you to slow down; pinch 
points go one further, narrowing the road to 


one lane for a short distance, so you’ll have 
to stop if someone’s coming the other way. 
There’s usually (but not always) priority for 
one direction over the other, otherwise 
look ahead and judge whether the 
oncoming car is far enough away for you to 
get through safely. 

Don’t be tempted to squeeze through 
when they do, because pinch points are 
pretty tight. Something else to avoid is the 
cycle lane either side, which avoids having 
to wait for oncoming traffic - it’s not for the 
likes of us (unless you’re riding a bicycle). 


CHICANES: 


Not restricted to Silverstone, these are 
sometimes included in new housing estate 
roads to slow us down. Not as exciting as the 
racing circuit ones, nor will they make you 
ride like Rossi, but they add a bit of interest. 


THE PSYCHOLOGICAL APPROACH: 


Traffic calming is usually associated with 
humps and pinch points, things that we 
physically have to slow down for. But a lot 
of this business involves driver psychology, 
introducing an element of uncertainty that 
most will react to by slowing down. 


NO WHITE LINE: 


White lines in the middle of the road seem 
part of the natural order of things, but 
they’re not. In fact, councils aren’t obliged to 
use them, and some aren’t putting them back 
after resurfacing on certain roads. Transport 
for London has done this on a few busy A 
roads, and found that traffic speeds dropped 
significantly as a result (presumably, with no 
centre guideline, drivers felt less certain and 
secure, so lifted off the gas a little). 

This has been tried on rural B roads as 
well, taking out the centre line and adding 
white lines to the edge to emphasise the 
narrowness of the road. But even if there’s no 
centre line, we still have to keep left. Did you 
know that the driving on the left has been UK 
law since the Highways Act of 1835? Or that 
Britain’s first centre white line was painted in 
Birmingham in 1921? You do now. 


VILLAGE GATEWAYS: 


Traditionally, the start of a village or town 
has been marked by a nondescript name 
plate and a 30mph limit sign. More recently 
some councils have put up ‘gateway’ 
features - a flowerbed, built-out kerb or 
even fake white gates by the roadside - all to

emphasise that you are now entering a 
different space, where people will be 
walking dogs, taking kids to school or 
gossiping outside the shop. 


SHARED SPACE: 


This is the ultimate form of traffic calming - 
it’s a sort of transport communism, in which 
everyone has the same right to be there. 
Shared spaces usually involve taking out 
junction markings and putting roads and 
pavements on the same level. So there’s no 
separate pavement, just space that cars, 
scooters, bikes and pedestrians all share, 
with equal priority. 

It sounds like a recipe for chaos, but the 
theory is sound - with no clear ‘official’ 
indication, everyone has to co-exist, so cars 
slow right down and make eye contact with 
pedestrians. Shared space has been used in 
Ashford, central London and Caernarfon, 
among other places. Some people don’t like 
it and research indicates that it works best 
where traffic is fairly light. 

When riding through a shared space, keep 
your speed down and get that eye contact 


with pedestrians who are looking to cross 
the road. It’s just like the current zebra 
crossings - before crossing, they will (if 
they’re not texting) look right at you to 
confirm you are giving way. It’s human 
interaction, and it works. 


HOME ZONES: 


These are really shared space in housing 
developments, with the same aim of giving 
cars and pedestrians equal priority, with 
speeds reduced to 10-15mph. The idea is 
that kids can play safely outside rather than 
be stuck indoors staring at a screen. 


COOLING THE BLOOD: 


So does traffic calming make your blood 
boil? There’s no reason why it should; it’s 
not difficult to deal with and it won’t hold 
you up that much. Even if the cars are 
backed up, you can still filter past, so even 
if Mr Clarkson loves to hate it, we don’t 
need to.

Remember the Red Flag Act? Of course 
you don't - it was abolished in 1 896, but it 
shows that there's nothing new about 
traffic calming. At a time when not 
upsetting the horses was paramount, this 
act of parliament decreed a speed limit of 
2mph in town and 4mph in the country for 
any motorised vehicle. As a piece of health 
and safety, it was a tad over the top. 

After the Red Flag Act was abolished, 
the overall speed limit was raised to 
1 2mph, then 20mph, then in 1 930, taken 
away altogether, leaving no speed limits 
at all. But soaring casualty rates (more 
than 7000 people killed on the roads that 
first year) caused a rapid rethink, and 
within a few years the familiar 30mph 
limit was introduced for built-up areas. 

You could still ride/drive as fast as you 
liked on the open road. 

By the mid-1 960s, increasing traffic and 
crashes caused another rethink and the 
overall 70mph limit was introduced (not to 
mention the 250cc learner law for bikes 
and scooters). Since then, casualty rates 
have (mostly) come down year-on-year, 
and in 201 3 we had the lowest death rate 
since records began. That's a huge 
achievement, considering how much traffic 
there is now compared with the 1 930s. 

The past 20 years have seen a bit of a 
culture change in traffic management. For 
a long time, the main idea in towns was to 
keep traffic moving and give priority to 
cars (hence by-passes, one-way systems 
and double yellow lines). But now there's a 
change of emphasise, with increasing 
restraints on traffic to make life safer and 
more pleasant for pedestrians and cyclists. 

This is either an unbearable restriction 
on the rights of motorised traffic, or a 
levelling of the playing field, depending on 
your point of view. Either way, it's traffic 
calming, and it's here.

CHAPTER 6: 

Biding for real 


T&G columnist Jonathan Crocker has passed his test - but now he's learning more than ever. . . 





O ne of the toughest things about 
getting your full motorcycle 
licence - specifically, anything 
above 125cc - is that it’s legally 
impossible to practice outside lesson times. 
You can’t put in the extra hours, like you 
would if you were learning to drive a car or 
playing a musical instrument. I was aching to 
get out and about to practice and learn more. 

When you do finally pass, you discover 
there’s a small but delightful flipside to this. 
When you find yourself out there on your 
own, riding every week, no instructor’s voice 
in your ear, no-one hounding you, everything 
suddenly feels just a little bit lighter. 

It’s not the absence of L-plates; it’s that 
special sensation you get when effort 
begins to melt into experience. You’re 
growing at your pace, learning things that 
even the best instructor can’t teach you: that 
sixth sense for handling your bike and 
reading the road. 

So what does that really mean? Well, for 
starters, I began to see all other road users 
as potential lunatics. Car drivers, safely 


encased in their four-wheeled exoskeletons, 
probably haven’t noticed that you’re slowing 
down ahead of them. Cyclists (many of 
whom seem allergic to cautionary backward 
glances) are almost certain to make mad 
swerves between lanes or go blazing through 
red lights like lemmings on wheels. 

None of this may be true, of course, 
but I’ve found that maintaining this state of 
wry readiness is definitively a good thing. 
Ever since passing my test. I’ve kept a 
healthy distance from everyone - except, 
perhaps, from other motorcyclists. There’s 
nothing better than getting The ‘nod’ from 
a fellow rider as you burn past each other 
on a country road. You know what it 
means: you’re in the club. Believe me, for 
the first couple of weeks, I was nodding at 
anyone on two wheels like one of those 
dashboard-toy dogs. 

On a more practical note, I realised that 
one thing I wasn’t doing was looking far 
enough ahead during my first solo few rides. 
Cars suddenly changed position. Pedestrians 
appeared out of nowhere. 


Situations caught me by surprise. But 
raise your vision slightly and you see the 
future: not what’s happening now, but what’s 
about to happen in the imminent future. It’s 
perhaps the most vital skill I’m learning and 
one that I think I will be honing for the rest 
of my riding career. 

Living in London, it’s not possible to avoid 
other traffic - there’s no choice, no sticking 
to quiet roads or avoiding busy junctions, 
traffic lights and roundabouts. You’re in at 
the deep end and dealing with other road 
users who either know exactly where they’re 
going - or have no clue. For the record, both 
can be as bad as each other. 

So next time you’re out on the bike, get 
your head up and look right up the road. See 
what other road users are doing, think about 
what they could be doing and importantly 
what they might do next - and remember, 
it’s not always the most logical thing! 

My biggest advice from my first year 
on two wheels? Get out as much as you can 
and enjoy it.

fork oil change 


Motorcycle fork oil is there 
primarily to provide clamping. 
Other functions include 
lubricating the sliding surfaces 
inside the fork, such as the 
bushes (the contact points 
between the inner and outer 
fork tubes) and the damper 
unit components.

T he manufacturer will specify an oil 
viscosity to suit the model’s 
characteristics and usually there’s 
no need to stray from the standard 
recommendation. That said, there are 
different viscosity fork oils and for off-road 
and sports bikes, the options are greater 
when also considering different oil blends 
and fully synthetic suspension fluids. 

Not all manufacturers include a fork oil 
change in service schedules, the implication 
perhaps being that the oil might last the life 
of the motorcycle. Granted that fork oil 
doesn’t have to withstand a harsh 
environment like engine oil where extremes 
of temperature, heavy loading and 
contamination from the combustion process

lead to its degeneration, but the fork oil has 
to continue to provide good damping and 
anti-foaming qualities at all times. 

Gradual loss of damping performance is 
likely to go unnoticed and the benefit of 
changing the oil may not be apparent until 
it’s done. 

Fork oil loss can occur through failed fork 
seals and it’s important to check the working 
area of the fork tubes periodically for signs 
of this (pic 1). To see more clearly, prise up 
the dust seal at the top of fork outer tube. 

Forks are no longer fitted with drain plugs, 
so each fork leg must be removed and the oil 
literally tipped out of its top. This does mean 
unbolting the brake caliper and removing the 
front wheel and mudguard, but the procedure 
can easily be done in an afternoon. 

Always change the oil in both forks, not 
just one; otherwise the damping will be 
uneven. The fork oil type and quantity must 
be the same in each side. 


CBR125R & CBR250R 
CURRENT PROCEDURES 


Remove the forks from the bike and work on 
one at a time. Unscrew the fork top bolt from 
the top of the inner tube - the bolt is under 
pressure from the fork spring, so maintain 
some downward pressure on it, particularly 
as you come to the end of the threads; 
alternatively, hold the tool still and twist the 
fork tube to unthread it from the bolt (pic 2). 

Slide the inner tube down and remove the 
spacer, spacer seat and spring (pics 3, 4 and 5). 

Hold the fork upside down over a suitable 
container and pump it several times to expel 
as much oil as possible (pic 6). Support the 
fork upside down in the container for a while 
to allow it to drain; then pump the fork again. 
Wipe any excess oil off the spring and spacer. 

Stand the fork upright. Measure out the 
exact quantity of new fork oil and pour it 
into the top of the fork (pic 7). Now pump 
the fork slowly at least 10 times to distribute 
the oil evenly and expel all air. Slide the 
inner tube down gently until it sits in the 
bottom of the outer tube. Measure the oil 
level from the top of the tube - a steel rule is 
an ideal tool for doing this (pic 8). Add or 
subtract oil until it is at the correct level. 

Pull the inner tube out, and then fit the 
spring (usually with the closer-wound coils 
downwards), the spacer seat and spacer 
(pics 5, 4 and 3). 






Measure the oil level from the top of the tube 


Check the 0-ring fitted to the top bolt and 
fit a new one if it’s broken or damaged (Pic 
9). Smear some fork oil on to the 0-ring. 
Extend the inner tube and fit the top bolt 
into it, compressing the spring as you thread 
it in. Maintain a downward pressure on the 
spring and make sure it does not cross- 
thread. Tighten the top bolt as much as 
possible by hand. 

Fit the forks back into the bike’s yokes, 
making sure you identify which is the right 
and which is the left. It’s easy on the CBR 
because the right fork has the brake caliper 
mounting, but there’s also other features 
which set them apart (such as the wheel 
axle fitting, mudguard mountings and speed 
sensor location lug, etc). With the forks held 
securely in the yokes, both fork top bolts 
can be fully tightened. 

When the wheel is back on the bike, 
bounce the forks several times to settle 
everything back in place and operate the 
brake lever to bring the pads back into 
contact with the disc. 


THE OIL 


► Honda specifies lOW fork oil. 

► The amount in each fork (often expressed 
as ‘per leg’) is 221ml for the CBR125R and 
331ml for the CBR250R. 

► When measuring the oil level it should be 
121mm from the top of the tube on the 
CBR125R and 150mm on a CBR250R. 

► A small amount of leeway in the quantity, 
and therefore level, is acceptable, but the 
main consideration is that the oil quantity 
and level are the same in each fork.

‘A VISION OF LOVELINESS’ 



Firstly, I’d like to thank you for publishing 
my letter ‘A Vision of Loveliness’ in issue 
102, and awarding it Star Letter status... 

As somebody who once harboured the 
dream of becoming a motoring journalist, 
and who even had the offer of an 
‘apprenticeship’ with a car mag at the age 
of 19 (sadly, personal circumstances 
prevented me from accepting), it’s always 
a thrill to see something of my own 
(however modest) in print, in one of my 
favourite bike mags. It brought a smile to 
my face for days! 

My purpose for writing was really just 
to offer Jeremy Holt my opinion that a 
new Honda SH125 (or good second-hand 
SH300), was probably a more capable all- 
rounder and worthier alternative to his 
Honda Hornet than he was giving them 
credit for, and that maybe he should give 
one a try. 

The responses that 
you’ve printed from 
fellow SH owners 
have basically 
reinforced my 
opinion, which I 
find quite 
reassuring. 

However, the 
reply from P 
Cloherty has left 
me concerned 
that I may have 
given the 
impression that I 
think the Vision 110 is a 
bad machine - it’s not - 1 
was merely reinforcing Mr Holt’s 
suggestion that it’s probably not ideal as a 
direct replacement for a full-size, full- 
power motorcycle which, in fairness to 
the Vision, it is not intended to be! 

If P Cloherty sees 60/65 mph from the 
Vision, I think he/she is very fortunate; 
admittedly I’m a bit of a chunky monkey, 
but my Vision 110 was all out at around 
57mph, and at that speed sounded so 
strained that my inbred mechanical 
sympathy prohibited me from holding it 
there for more than a few seconds at a 
time! On mine, 50mph was a far more 
realistic cruising speed, which whilst it 
doesn’t quite put you in ‘mobile chicane’ 
territory, is certainly not quite fast enough 
to feel comfortable on the rural A-roads 
and dual carriageways that make up 
probably 75% of my daily commute. 

Aside from this. I’m with P Cloherty; at 
the price, the Vision is a very good little 
commuter, particularly if you need a 


machine that’s small, light, and 
economical, and especially if you rarely 
venture too far from the urban 
environment in which it excels... The 
build quality isn’t the best, with some 
rattles and creaks from the plastics, but as 
a budget, no nonsense machine, that gets 
you about cheaply and reliably, it does the 
job just fine... Thousands of buyers can’t 
really be wrong, can they? 

That said though, in my opinion the 
case for the Vision 110 has become 
slightly harder to argue since Honda 
introduced the SH Mode (as pictured 
alongside my letter!)... I’ve ridden this 
machine, and it’s better built, better 
equipped and nicer to ride than the 
Vision, with better performance and the 
potential to at least equal the Vision’s fuel 
economy (if not better it) and all for 

negligible extra financial outlay. 
The only real reason that I 
can see for anyone 
choosing a Vision 110 
over the SH Mode 
would just be 
personal 
preference over 
styling, as some 
may say that the 
Vision 110 is the 
better-looking of 
the two. 

I enjoyed my 
time on the Vision - 
I liked it - the 
difference is, I LOVE my 
SH! More importantly 
though, I genuinely admire it, for 
its quality and the depth and breadth of 
its abilities; it’s a fantastic commuter, but 
I know that, if the mood took me, I could 
go touring on it as well, and it would 
continue to surprise and delight! 

Finally, I hope you ladies and gents at 
T&G Towers don’t mind if I offer a 
suggestion? I think we in the UK are 
behind mainland Europe in recognising the 
virtues of the larger-wheeled automatic 
scooter. Maybe at some point in the future, 
you’d consider running a feature on these 
bikes? Perhaps it could take the form of a 
group test, maybe featuring the SH125i as 
the benchmark, against the Yamaha Xenter 
(the direct rival), the Piaggio Liberty (the 
past master), maybe a couple of the sub- 
&2000 large wheelers from the up and 
coming manufacturers, and perhaps even 
the WK GTR300 as the cheap, large 
capacity option?

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Making riding safer 

Dear Mau, 

I read with interest your opinion on 
making roads safer for two wheelers in 
the opening welcome section of T&G 
issue 103. 

You think maybe the European view 
of encouraging more riders onto our roads 
may have an adverse effect on our safety. 

I’ve always thought the opposite may be 
true. The more the merrier. I was once told 
that powered two wheelers made up less 
than 1% of vehicles on our roads. 

If this is correct it is not much wonder 
that car drivers simply do not realise we are 
there and simply do not take extra care to 
look out for us. 

When I have visited some very busy 
European cities where scooters are 
everywhere they appear to be riding in 
relative safety. I am not saying accidents 
never happen, but I believe the car drivers 
are much more aware of their presence. 

They just know that if there’s not a scooter 
in front of them then there’s bound to be one 
behind them or maybe to the side of them if 
there isn’t then there soon will be. 

Also chances are they have ridden a 
scooter themselves and know the daily 
challenges ahead. 


I also believe one thing we could adopt 
from our European cousins here in the UK is 
to use the horn as an audible warning of 
approach rather than a means to vent anger 
at other road users. 

In other countries they often sound the 
horn when approaching hazards or overtaking 
other vehicles just to aid weight to their 
presence. No-one seems to object. Over here 
it would be viewed as aggressive behaviour. 


I’ve even seen reviews of scooters by 
European journalists whereby they even 
comment on the tone of the horn, it is that 
important to them. 

Maybe other readers have different 
options but these are mine.

RESTRICTION 

KITS 

Bike licensing laws in the UK are 
unnecessarily complicated and hard to 
explain to a new rider. Even after you've 
jumped through the multiple Government 
hoops and eventually gained a full licence 
you may (if you're aged 19-23) still need 
some further legislative reins to keep you 
from self-harming. 

So you want the bike of your dreams, but can 
only ride an A2 class machine of 35kw/47bhp (if 
you passed your test after January 1 9, 201 3), so 
what can you do? Basically a more powerful bike 
can legally be restricted if it complies with the 
power-to-weight ratio (no more than 0.2kw per 
kg) and bhp rules (the bike didn't make more 
than twice the 35kw limit in its original form). 

LEGAL RESTRICTION 

If you're planning to take a test on a restricted 
bike you'll need proof of its restriction from the 
workshop that fitted it. This may be a certificate, 
or document on headed paper showing the bike's 
registration number and how it was restricted. 

TYPES OF RESTRICTION 

There are companies specialising in restriction 
kits for most of the commonly restricted bikes. 
These can be fitted by a bike shop or supplier and 
will come with a certificate to prove the bike 
meets the legislation. 

INLET MANIFOLD RESTRICTION: If your bike 
uses a carburettor this is the most common 
restriction method. A blade, or blades are fitted 
into the inlet manifolds to reduce power. 
EXHAUST RESTRICTION: Exhaust gas flow is 
limited by fitting a restricted washer in the 
header pipe. These are often spot welded in place 
in a similar way to how a moped is restricted 
from the factory. 

MAIN JET: The main jet will often need changing 
if the inlet manifold/exhaust has been restricted. 
CARB SLIDE: The carb top is removed and a slide 
restrictor inserted to limit the amount of travel 
on the throttle. 

THROTTLE RESTRICTION: With fuel injected 
machines a throttle restrictor kit is often used to 
prevent the throttle from opening fully. This may 
be combined with an air box modification and 
possibly inlet manifold restrictor. 

GETTING THE POWER BACK 

Your probation period is over after a minimum of 
two years (depending on age) so you can legally 
have the restrictor removed and enjoy the full 
power of your bike. First things first, get the 
restrictor removed by a shop and inform your 
insurer. You can also send your licence off and use 
form D1 to have the restriction lifted from your 
licence. It costs £20 and isn't required by law, but 
could save you a headache if you get pulled.
